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BROOKLYN BRIDGE PAINT. 


A report was circulated among the 
paint trade of this city last week to the 
effect that in consequence of the un- 
satisfactory quality of the paint fur- 
nished by the contractorz, it had be- 
cone necessary to repaint the Brooklyn 
bridge with paint secured from other 
sources. The fact that the bridge had 
just been repainted after being com- 
pletely painted only a short time ago, 
was pointed out in confirmation of the 
report. At first we were inclined to pay 
no attention to the stories, believing 
them to be unfounded, but as they 
were calculated to doinjury to an hon- 
orable business firm we have taken the 
trouble to make an investigation. As 
will be remembered, the specifications 
under which the paint was contracted 
for were very bunglingly constructed, 
and some manufacturers withheld bids 
by reason of this ambiguity, and 
when the contract was awarded it was 
asserted that the paint would not 
prove satisfactory unless the con- 
tractors made important changes in 
the formula prescribed. That the 
paint has not been applied in the con- 
dition it was called for in the specifica- 
tions is, of course, apparent to every 
one, but the bridge authorities had the 
right to make such changes as they 
saw fit, or make such additions to the 
paint after it reached their hands as 
they deemed proper. The bridge has 
been thoroughly painted and was sup- 
posed to be completed in this respect, 
but when it became necessary to paint 
the suspender rods, owing to their posi- 
tion and small diameter it was found 
that they could not be satisfactorily 
painted in the ordinary manner. The 
plan adoped was for the painter to put 
on a woolen glove, and dipping that 
into his pot of paint rub the same over 
the rods, and thus literally daub ona 
coat of paint. Iu this way the drop- 
ping of the paint, and, in fact, the 
general bespattering of the main 
structure was unavoidable, and re- 
painting became necessary. To this 
fact of repainting is doubtless due the 
origin of the report of inferior paint al- 
alluded to. Upon inquiry at the office 
of the bridge company, Engineer Mar- 
tin assured us that the paint had in all 
respects come up to the requirements 
of the specifications, and was all that 
they had expected or looked for. They 
had tested samples from time to time 
and alway sfound it fully up to the 
standard. Furthermore, the deliveries 
hai always been prompt, and all the 


dealings with the contractors were in 
every respect satisfactory. We are 
pleased at the result of our investiga- 
tion, and glad to be able to so effect- 
ually nail this canard.

SOUTH: RN OIL MARKETS, 

It appears from our advices from 
most of the markets along the South- 
ern seaboard, that there is likely to be 
some hard fighting in that territory 
again between the outside refiners and 
the Chess Carley Co. Early in the year 
the price of 150 fire test oil was aver- 
aging about 14@15 cents in South Car- 
olina and the southern towns of Geor- 
gia. The Chester Oil Co. which has 
had a man in tbe Charleston 
market for some time, last month 
broke the price to somewhere 
about 12 cents, and since that time 
triangular competition between this 
company and other outsiders and the 
Chess-Carley Co., representing the 
Standard, further reduced the price 
until last week we were quoted 10! 
cents for that market. In Georgia,the 
Atlanta market does not appear to 
have been much disturbed by com- 
petition as yet. but at Savannah, Au- 
gusta and some of the other towns the 
price has been dropped by the Chess- 
Carley Co. to about 12 cents. In 
Georgia and Florida that company is 
said to be pursuing its old tactics of 
“‘bulldosing” dealers into handling no 
outside oil. Its agents are reported to 
have threatened, in case any attempt 


was made to destroy its monopoly of 
trade in those States, to drop the price 
to a point where the outsiders could 
not afford to sell, and at the same 
time to withdraw its rebate to dealers, 
so that the latter could make nothing 
on oil. At the present time, we under- 
stand, the rebate is about one dollar 
a barrel, and it can readily be seen 
that athreat to destroy this profit is 
a potent argument with most dealers, 
In one Florida town the agent not 
only made this threat, but further re- 
fused to pay a dealer some sixty dol- 
lars due him as a rebate earned before 
he began to sell outside oil, if he did 
not give up his connection with the 
outside house and return to the Chess- 
Carley fold. The next step, in the 
event of continued competition would 
be the ‘‘beef-chipping” sort of press- 
ure which was brought to bear in 
Mississippi and Tennessee some years 
ago, for the purpose of getting direct- 
ly at the consuming trade. There 
seems to be, however, a determination 
on the part of some of the outside 
houses having Southern connections, 
to have a share of that business, and 
while they claim to be willing and 
ready to maintain prices if the Chess- 
Carley Co. will do the same, they will 
not be driven out by any sort of com- 
petition, but will continue to put 
enough oil into the Southern markets 
to which they can obtain transporta- 
tion, to keep the price down, as long 
as the Standard wants to maintain 
that kind of a fight. Almost every 
industry we are familiar with 
is now making efforts to allevi- 
ate the disastrous effects of over-com- 
petition by some form of combination 
which shall help to maintain prices, 
In the petroleum trade we have nearly 
three-quarters of the business con- 
trolled by ene corporation and yet 
competition is constantly leading to 
the sacrifice of all profit. We fail to 
see what good is accomplished by this 
sort of a fight. The Standard has cer- 
tainly learned that it cannot complete. 
ly monopolize the petroleum business 
and it claims to have no ambition for 
such a monopoly. It is not suppos- 
able that that corporation will allow 
competitors to cut prices without re- 
taliating, but it would be more in con- 
sonance with the evident tendency of 
other trades if it would wield its influ- 
ence in behalf of prices paying reason- 
able profits, instead of leading in a 
movement to render trade profitless.

ADULT: RATED LARD OIL. 

A correspondent writes us complain- 
ing of the rejection of his lard oil on 
account of fluorescence exhibited in the 
sample bottle, or as the writer puts it, 
“shake up thesample, producing bub- 
bles and if the bubbles show up any- 
thing but clear white the oil is con 
demned.” In this city the test by 
shaking is not universally resorted to, 
but those who use that test would re- 
‘ject any oil showing a fluorescence. A 
strictly pure lard oil on being shaken 
in a four ounce sample bottle will pro- 
duce but few bubbles,and these quick- 
ly subside on reaching the surface, 
whereas any admixture of petroleum 
oils will show by the readiness with 
which bubbles are formed and the 
fluorescence they display. On shaking 
up a mixed oil a ‘‘bead” will be formed 
(a collection of bubbles floating on 
top of the oil) which subsides slowly, 
this test is therefore often used to de- 
termine the purity of a suspected oil. 
A still better quick test is to taste 
the oil and if but asmall quantity 
of any of the petroleum oils has been 
added it can very readily be detected. 
A lard oil, adulterated to any consid- 
erable extent, would also show a 
difference in its specific gravity. An- 
other easy method of detecting the 
presence of hydrocarbon oils is by 
ascertaining the flashing poipt, the 
petroleum oils lowering that point 
considerably, but before the inflam- 
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mable vapors are thrown off the pre- 
sence of the adultrant can usually be 
determined by the sense of smell. One 
of these easy and simple tests is ordi- 
narily sufficient to determine the puri- 
ty or impurity of the sample, and 
where all are tried and negative results 
obtained in every case, we should un- 
hesitatingly accept the oil as free from 
admixture of hydrocarbon oils. 

As lard oil sells for niuty cents per 
gallon and the neutral oils used as 
adulterants range from twenty to 
twenty-five cents per gallon it may 
readily be seen that the temptation to 
adulterate, even to a small extent, is 
considerable. An addition of five gal- 
lons of neutral oil to forty-five gallons 
of lard oil would be a gain or increase 
in the profit on the fifty gallons of 
$3 25. It has become such a common 
practice to sophisticate lard oil that it: 
is difficult to obtain it pure by the’ 
time it has reached the retailer or con- 
sumer, if it has passed through the 
usual number of intervening dealers. 
Sometimes when a buyer secures a fair 
lot of oil,and the admixture is of such a 
character as not to be readily detected, 
a second addition is made; in fact the 
higher priced animal and fish oils are 
very apt to be found adulterated by 
the time they have passed through the 
hands of wholesaler and jobber. If 
the purchaser has no confidence in his 
ability to detect an adulteration, or by 
reason of distance from the source of 
supply lacks the opportunity to do so, 
he should purchase only of the manu- 
facturers who have a reputation to 
sustain, and the chances will be that a 
pure oil will be furnished him. 

We have no disposition at this time 
to moralize or even comment on the 
very prevalent practice of adulterating 
lard oil, but speak of the matter as we 
find it, and point out a few simple 
tests whereby even a novice may de- 
tect the more common sophistications, 
Our correspondent, who has furnish- 
ed the text for this article, further 
states that he had “secured sawples 
from the best makers in the market, 
and found the bubbles in their oil 
would show all the colors of the rain- 
bow at times, same as our own.” The 
only comment we have to make on 
this part of his communication is that | 
we have no doubt his oil as well as 
the samples “from the best makers” 
was adulterated. Of course we canuot 
speak positively or authoritatively, as 
no samples of oil were sent us, but if 
the ‘“‘bubbles show all the colors of 
the rainbow” it is safe to assume that 
the lard oil producing them is adultera- 
ted with petroleum. We have tested 
samples of pure oil at the offices of the 
manufacturers here and found no flu- 
orescence, a8 we were sure we would 
not, and have also tried samples of 
“pure” lard oil secured at three diff. r- 
ent retail stores—one in this city and 
two in Brooklyn—each of which 
showed the rainbow colors of which 
our correspondent complains. To muke 
sure that this was not due tothe ac- 
tion of the light through the glass, as 
our correspondent suggested, we tast- 
ed the samples when the presence of 
mineral vil was made unmistakably 
manifest, besides, the aggregation of 
bubbles also showed the presence of 
neutral petroleum oils. Any oil called 
pure lard oil which shows a fluores- 
cence and an accumulation of bubbles 
on being even vigorously shaken, may ' 


safely be set down as adulterated.

Messrs Swan & Finch, dealers in oils, have pur- 
chased the stock and good will of the fim of 
Geo.

The steadily increas- 
ing business of 8. & F. had necessitated an in- 
crease of their facilities for handling oil and they 
therefore also purchased the extensive manu- 
factory on Water street formerly occupied by 
Palen & Co., which they will devote to the press- 
ing, bleaching, and storage of fish oils. With this 
addition to their facilities they will be able to fill 
all orders promptly for tanners’ and other oils, 
and they will hereafter make whale, menhaden 
and cod oils leading specialties, Their office 
will remain at 115 Maiden Lane. 
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THE MARKET FOR CEYLON COCOA- 
NUT OIL, 

Almost from the beginning of last 
year up to date the consumptive de- 
mand for cocoanut oil has been on the 
increase. This has been largely due 
to the high price of tallow and the 
failure in part of the supply of cotton- 
seed soap stock and other greases used 
with cocoanut oil asasubstitute. In 
January of 1882, Ceylon oil was selling 
to a moderate extent at 7@7!4¢c, but 
the arrival in March of the Harrold 
with 1000 tons, had a very depressing 
effect on the market and the price 
dropped to 6c., being the lowest point 
that had been reached in several years 
with the exception of August, 1881, 
when, on account of the free arrivals 
of Cuban, the price again touched 
this figure. After the Har- 
roki’s cargo had been disposed 
of, the price began to advance and has 
steadily done so, until at the present 
time 8c. is the current quotation. The 
receipts of 1882 were about 3,000 tons, 
including Cochin oil, which constitutes 
but a small proportion of the receipts, 
the bulk being Ceylon oil. Careful 
estimates give the stock of cocoanut 
oil on the spot as about 200 tons, while 
the visible supply afloat is about 
1000 tons. At first sight this would 
seem to be a very large supply when 
compared with the<past years, but to 
offset this the consumptive demand has 
been largely increasing, and the pre- 
sent high price demanded abroad, 
£34 10s to £35, would make the cost 
about 8'4c to import, and as may be 
surmised, will have a tendency to 
cause importers to withhold their 
orders for future shipments. In the 
meantime consumption is _ steadily 
going on and stocks are becoming re- 
duced, with prices gradually growing 
stronger. During the past few months 
Cuban oil has disappeared from the 
market. Should the present high 
prices be maintained there is no doubt 
that we may soon expect to see further 
importation of this oil. Late advices 
received from London gives the deliv- 
ery of Ceylon oil for consumption from 
January, 1883, to May Ist, about 4630 
tons against 2942 tons for the corres- 
ponding period of 1882, The estimated 
stocks now on hand in London are 
about 4347 tons against 9532 tons for the 
same time last year. This is the smallest 
stock that has been on hand for the 
past four years, and as the Ceylon 
market acts in sympathy with the 
London market we may expect to see 
prices firmly maintained for some time 
to come. 
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SENATOR EMERY’S LANCASTER 
SPEECH. 


Senator Lewis Emery, jr., of Penn- 
sylvania, writes us correcting the re- 
port of his Lancaster speech as 
published in one of our contem- 
poraries in the oil regions, and quoted, 
with comment, in our issue of two 
weeks ago. We suggested at the time 
that the distinguished speaker might 
have been incorrectly reported, 
and our criticisms were based solely 
upon the assumption that he really 
said the things which the Bradford 
Star credited him with saying. It ap- 
pears that the statements which we 
took occasion to criticise, were contain 
ed in a circular bearing date April, 1879, 
and which referred to a condition of 
affairs existing at that time. Copies 
of the circular were in the hands of 
the audience and the remarks made by 
Senator Emory were in explanation of 
that circular. The report by which 
we were misled. made it appear that 
the extravagant profits in oil, which 
the speaker was charging to the 
Standard Oil Co., were being realized 
at the present time. We regret that 
incorrect information should have led 
us to make even a qualified criticism 
of Senator Emery, which did him the 
slightest injustice, 


OIL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER. 
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OUR TRADE WITH ZANZIBAR, 

Although the trade of Zanzibar 
shows a steady, and for the past few 
years a very large increase, the expan- 
sion of this trade has been in other di- 
rections than to the United States. 
The large bulk of the trade is with 
England and the remainder is about 
equally distributed between tue Uni- 
ted States and Germany, although 
Arabia does a fair share of business 
with this island. The only articles re- 
ceived from the United States which 
show an increase in amount the past 
few years are refined petroleum, yel- 
low soap, and brown cottons. Of ker- 
osene oilour exports to Zanzibar last 
year amounted to $144,177, yellow soap 
$12,688, turpentine $3,360, rosin $1,050. 
These are the only articles in our 
tradesof which the value of the ex- 
ports reached $1,000. Among the other 
articles we notice forty-eight cases of 
varnishes valued at $211, and ten cases 
of sarsaparilla valued at $100, the lat- 
ter probably being some extract or 
patent medicine preparation of sarsa- 
parilla. Of the imports into the Uni- 
ted States ivory, of course, is the arti- 
cle representing the largest value, be- 
ing over one-third of the total value of 
the imports from Zanzibar. The arti- 
cles of interest to our readers imported 
during 1882, comprised cloves $255,392, 
gum copal $171,463, clove stems $3,181, 
aloes $1,712, gum myrrh $659, and am- 
bergris $140. The quantity of clove 
stems is given at 677 bushels. In look- 
ing over the list of imports into Zanzi- 
bar from other coutries, we are struck 
with the small number of articles from 
the United States and with the fact 
that of the articles imported from 
England there are many which could 
be supplied from this country to the 
advantage of both shipper and receiv- 
er did our merchants make proper ef- 
forts to extend our trade in that far 
offisland. The total value of our ex- 
ports to Zanzibar during last year 
amounted to only $455,659, while the 
value of our imports was $1,148,459, a 
balance of trade against us of $692,800, 
or considerably more than half the 
value of our imports. The cause of 
this is doubtless due to the fact that 
the English and other European mer- 
chants have established depots at Zan. 
zibar for the sale uf their products, 
while our merchants have really paid 
more attention to the purchase of na- 
tive commodities, and the longer cred- 
its thatthe English have been in the 
habit of giving has had a rather de- 
terring effect on American competi- 
tion. The direct trade between Zan- 
zibar and the United States is largely 
under the control of one house in New 
York, but, as we have before suggest- 
ed, this could be largely increased if 
proper efforts were put forth. 
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CHANGE IN OUR TRADE 
BELGIUM. 


While our imports as a whole of 
articles from Belgium show an increase 
for the last year as compared with the 
year preceding, our exports show a 
steady decrease for the past three 
years. In 1880 ourimports amounted 
to $56,401,788, in 1881 to $48,193,465,and 
in 1882 to $43,033,640, thus showing a 
decrease in value of $13,368,148 from 
1880 to 1882, Our imports of plate 
glass show a very large increase, hav- 
ing for 1880 amounted to only 492,971 
frances, while for 1881 they were 1,067,- 
790 francs,and for 1882, 1,574,831 franes, 
Window glass shows a small decrease, 
having been 9,869,354 franes in 1881 
and 9,622,270 francs in 1882, The im- 
ports of soda show a very large in- 
crease, last year amounting to 19,198 
francs, while in 1881 they were only 
1,930 francs, Our exportsof petroleum 
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show a falling off as compared with 


1881, butshow an increase over those 





of 1880; for the past year they were to 
the value of 28,161,140 frances. Our ex- 
ports of starch have decreased at the 
rate of 100,000 frances for the past two 
years, the values the past year being 
110,975 francs, while for 1880 they 
reached 318,213 frances. These changes 
in the amounts of the exports and im- 
ports are not in all cases satisfactorily 
explained by our consuls, from whose 
reports we gather the above facts, but 
the falling off in the last article refer- 
red to is doubtless due to the higher 
prices here and the better supply on 
the continent. The falling off in the 
export of petroleum is accounted for 
by the larger shipments of the year 
previous, large supplies being in store 
at the beginning of last year and 
smaller ones at the close. 
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THE Supreme Court at Philadel- 
phia, on Monday handec down a de- 
cision in the appeal from the decision 
of the lower court in the case of the 
Tidewater Pipe Line Co. versus Sat- 
terfield and others. The decision of 
the lower court which was against the 
alleged election held by Satterfield, 
Stewart and others, was affirmed, and 
the position of the present officers of the 
Tidewater Co. isconfirmed. A more de- 
liberate attempt to steal a corporation, 
than the bogus election which is now 
for the second time declared invalid 
by the courts, was never made. And 
to the rebuke which the courts have 
already administered to the would-be 
thieves, should be added some ad- 
equate punishment for theirattempted 
knavery. 
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IMPORTS AND EXPORTS FOR NINE 
MONTHS. 
We print below tables showing the 
imports and exports at the various 
perts of the United States for the nine 
months beginning with July 1st, 1882, 
and ending March 31st, 1883, in con- 
nection with statistics showing the 
imports and exports for the corre- 
sponding nine months of the preced- 
ing year, being the first nine months of 
the fiscal year, as reported by the 
United States Bureau of Statistics. In 
comparing the imports of the two 
periods of nine months we find there 
has been an increase in favor of the 
present year in bleaching powder, 
chemicals, gypsnm, indigo, madder, 
essential oils, window and plate glass, 
olive oil, whiting and Paris white, per- 
fumery, and all the salts of soda, while 
nearly all the other articles show a de- 
cided decrease, those showing the more 
important falling off being argols, 
inedicinal barks, cutch and gambier, 
gums, guano, vegetable oils, nitrate of 
soda, whale and fish oils, opium, salt- 
peter, spices and sulphur. Among the 
exports showing an increase as com- 
pared with the corresponding period 
last year are acids, lampblacks, drugs, 
glass, glue, naval stores, mineral 
lubricating oils, paints, perfumery, 
quicksilver, soap, gums and indigo, 
while those articles showing the largest 
decrease are illuminating oils, lard and 
other animal oils, sperm, whale and 
fish oils, cottonseed oil, linseed oil, 
lard, starch, tallow, varnish and wax. 
Among our exports of foreign mer- 
chandise there has been no change as 
compared with the relative situation 
as shown when we published the state- 
ment of the exports for the first eight 
of the nine months at present under 
consideration. The quantities of our 
imports for the month of March, as 
compared with the same month last: 
year, shows but few very large varia- 
tions, the only articles showing an 
important increase being bleaching 
powder, dyewoods, nitrate of soda, 
window and plate glass, whale and fish 
oils, essential oils, spices and opium, 
while but few articles show a material 
decrease, although many show a slight 
skrinkage.

Mr. A. R. Elkins, the popular white lead sales- 
man, is in the city for a few days, waiting for 
lead to advance to a price where it will pay car 
fares. He says his company doesn’t mind doing 
business for nothing and losing hotel bills and 
salaries of travelers, but feels that the dealers 
ought to be willing to pay profit enough to cover 
car fares. 


An active competition between Pittsburgh,

Fire broke out last Thursday morning in the 
sandpaper manufactory of M. Grenhalgh, on the 
fifth floor of No. 178 Prince street, this city. The 
total loss is probably $2,500, of which $1,500 
falls upon the sandpaper business and $1,000 on 
the owners of the Erie Print Company, which oc- 
cupied the three lower floors. The losses are 
covered by insurance. 

John L. Whiting & Son, Boston, have had the 
largest season’s business this year that they have 
ever had. They have just filled a large order 
for brushes to go to London, England, where 
their goods are becoming popular. Their agent 
writes them: ‘The trade is fast finding out the 
superiority of your brushes and I shall in future 
sell them still more largely." 


The glass blowers of Newark, O.., are all out on 
astrike. The cause is said to be that an effort 
was made to introduce “scabs” into the factories, 
at which the workmen became incensed and 
quit. The fires are pow out, and it is doubtful 
whether any more work will be done until next 
September. Nearly two hundred blowers and 
others are therefore out of employment,

to be idle at this juncture. 

The Parrott Varnish Company's factory in 
Bridgeport, Conn., was partially burned last 


| Thursday morning. The fire originated in the oil 


room, and destroyed two buildings. 13,300 gals. 
of oil, 900 gals. of varnish, 700 gals. of black, 300 
gals. of Japan, 50 bbls. of turpentine, and 200 
bxs. of gum. Three fire-proof buildings, contain- 
ing a large amount of manufactured stock, were 
saved. The loss is about $50,000, with insurance 
on the buildings. The company caries about 
$30,000 insurance, which is said to be largely on 
the buildings saved. The fire is supposed to have 
been of incendiary origin. 


A slight fire occurred in the varnish factory of 
Messrs. F. W. Devoe & Co., at Newark, N. J, on 
Wednesday last, causing a loss of about $5,000, 
which was fully covered by insurance. We are 
pleased to learn that the loss was so small, com- 
pared to what it might have been, had not the 
fire departmeut responded so promptly and ex- 
tinguished the flames. In appreciation of their 
services, Messrs. F. W. Devoe & Co. sent them 
a check for $100 on Thursday last, to be 
applied to the relief fund for disabled fire- 
men. The fire will in no way interfere with their 
supplying all orders for varnish.

There isan interesting suit now in progress 
in Pittsburgh overa sale of oil. A hearing was 
had last Thursday. The plaintiff is Calvin N. 
Payne, and the defendant Jacob F. Wyckoff. 
Payne sues to recover about $15,000 damages 
for breach of contract. He alleges that on Oc- 
tober 23, 1876, he sold on the floor of the Parker 
oil exchange to R. G. Collins, 5,000 barrels of oil 
at $3.15 per barrel for J F. Wyckoff,of New York 
and which the latter afterward refused to re- 
ceive. The oil sold was delivered in three 1,000- 
barrel certificates of the Pennsylvania Transpor- 
tation compony and two 1,000-barrel certificates 
of the Grant pipe line. A draft with these certl- 
ficates attached was forwarded to Wycoff, who, 
not being satisfied with the Pennsylvania Trans- 
portation company certificates, refused to accept 
the draft. 

An unsalted policeman saw smoke issuing from 
the windows of the editorial rooms of the Rz- 
porter on Thursday last, and without making 
inquiries rang an alarm from the box, corner of 
William and Cedar streets. Four engines, two 
trucks, the water tower, the chief of the batal- 
lion with his gig, an insurance patrol wagon and 
a large crowd were promptly onthe spot. The 
editorial department sent down its compliments 
with the assurance that it had enjoyed the par- 
ade, but that as the chimney was now drawing 
better the stove would probably send its smoke 
through tbat outlet instead of through the office 
windows.

A looker-on .was heard 
to remark as he turned from the scene; that like 
allthe rumors affecting the Reprorrer, this one 
had ended in smoke.

Assuming that the Allegany 
field will show as great a decline, and it certainly 
does not require much of a statistician to fAgure 
so when the ‘runs show an enormous increase, 
the United having pulled the stecks to the very 
dregs, the stock report presentsa healthy feature 
for an improvement of values when the gushers 
of Forest cease togurgle. It will requirea strong 
increase from other sources to sustain the decline 
that’ is incessantly going on in the old and even 
now most reliable districts.

ABRAHAM MANSELL, is dead. 


Mr. Abraham Mansell, the senior member of 
the well-known firm of Mansell,Birnbaum & Co., 
died May 15, on board the steamer Santiago on 
his return from Nassau, Bahama Islands. Mr. 
Mansell was born in the Province of Lorraine 
France, in 1825. At the early age of fifteen he 
was engaged in Paiis by one of the largest 
sponge importing houses. Displaying at once an 
extraordinary talent and having gained the 
entire confidence of his employer, he was sent at 
the age of nineteen to Nassau as his resident 
buyer. Having done extremely well, three years 
later Mr. Mansell returned to Paris 
giving an account of his stewardship which 
proved so valuable to his employer, that he was 
tendered the hand of the sister-in-law of his 
employer, which offer he readily accepted 
and married a tew months later. 


In company witb his young wife he returned 
to the Islands and continued with his firm a few 
years, but finding an opening in Florida settled 
with his family, consisting of wife and two 
daughters in Key West, bought sponges on his 
own account, shipped them to New York and 
finding a splendid opening here associated him- 
with his half-brother Mr. Isaac, under the firm 
name of Mansell & Isaacin John street. They 
remained together until the summer of 1868, at 
which time Mr. Mansell formed a co-partnership 
with his son-in-law Mr. William Birnbaum. They 
bought the buildings at 109 John street and at 
Key Wes’, Fla., of the old firm, and in a very 
few years found their business largely increased, 
having opened a branch house in Boston and an 
agency in London, Eng. In 1877, Mr. M. Man- 
sell and Mr. Andrew Blume, who represented 
the honse at Boston, were admitted as partners. 
The business was removed to the present loca- 
tion 71 Williama street, and under the able 
management of Mr. William Birnbaum, the 
house has gained a reputation second to none in 
this country. 

The business will be continued under the same 
firm name and style as heretofore and we have 
been informed that Mr. A. Mansell has made the 
wise provision in his will allowing his capital to 
remain in the coacera for a number of years.

The Directors of the newly organized Cleveland 
Oil Exchange have made arrangements to occupy 
for the present the Board of Trade rooms. The 
opening day has been set for Tuesday, June 5. 
The stock of the Exchange has all been taken, 
and several gentlemen who did not get in in 
time have made bids for purchases that have 
run the price up 25 per cent. 


The Balitown well known as Grandin No. 6, 
came in about noon last Wednesday. Her first 
reported production was twenty-seven barrels 
for the first half hour, fifty-six barrels for the 
first hour and a half, which would indicate her as 
not holding up as indicated by a later guage 
which made the total production for the first 
three hours and half ninety six barrels. 


The development of the California oil] fields 
is progressing rapidly. The Los Angeles ,eraid 
states that before tha end ef the year there 
will be uineteen wells in Pico canyon, in that 
county. During the last four years one of the 
wells in that regin has yielded 96,00 barrels 
of oil. A Mr. Felton, and Schofield & Tevis are 
the owners of this valuable territory, and the 
paper which we have quoted speaks of their 
owning fifty-six miles of oil ground. 


There are at the momeut 110 vessels loading 
and chartered to load petroleum at New York. 
The aggregate chartered capacity of this fleet is 
69,841 bbis. crude, 384,700 bbls. refined, 1,050,- 
000 cases refined and 14,700 bbls naphtha—the 
total reduced to gullons being nearly 35,000,000. 
The number of vessels chartered to load at Phil 
adviphia is 25, having an aggregate capacity of 
21,111 bbls crude, 68,900 bbis. refined, 235,000 
cases and 5,500 bbls. naphtha; while at Balti- 
more only 5 vessels have been chartered with a 
capacity of 30,000 bbls. refined and 2,700 bbls. 
residuum. 

The Bradford Stur says it is the belief of many 
that the Cooper Tract will never have a daily 
production of 5,000 barrels. From the present 
outlook it seems that this belief iv correct. The 
new wells are not sufficient to balance the decline 
daily going on inthe production of old wells. 
May 15th a gauge of the district was taken and 
we think it records the greatest production the 
territory will ever possess. It shows that the 
sixty-three welis yielded 4,326 barrels. This is 
an increase of sixty-nine barrels over the gauge 
taken on May 10th. 

The members of the New York Petroleum 
Exchange decided Saturday to increase the 
number of seats in the Exchange from 603 to 
1,000. The first 197 of the new seats are to be 
sold at $250 each, and the remaining 200 are to 
be sold at the discretion of the Governing Com- 
mitteo at not less than $500 each. it was also 
decided to establish a gratuity fund, to which 
each member who subscribes tothe same shall puy 
$'0 originally and $10 upon the death of each 
member interested in thefund. The payment to 
the heirs of a member is not to exceed $4,000. 


The Zra in speaking of the oil tax bill says: 
“The injustice and enormity of the proposed 
legislation can best be understood by the con- 
templation of a few figures. The present pro- 
duction of petroleum is estimated in round 
figures to be 65,000 barrels per day, or 23,725,000 
barrels per year. A tax of one mill per gallon on 
this amount would take from the already small 
profits of the business $996,450 per year, and 
had the tax been levied when the McKean field 
was first opened this country alone would by 
this time have paid nearly enough to wipe out 
the State debt as it existed prior to the war. 


Intelligence from Baku says that immense 
reservoirs of naphtha have been struck at Bala- 
chana and Sabuntscha, in the neighborhood of 
Baku. There are at present twenty springs in 
full flow. The gush is described as extraordin- 
ary. The price at present is little lees than two 
copecks per pood, or a fraction less than one 
cent per 36 lbs. English. But the export pros- 
pects are extremely discowaging, for although 
the shipowners offer their vessels at ridiculously 
small freights, there are no charterers. Trans- 
port to the Black Sea is impossible, as the direc- 
tors of the railway, which will be open in four- 
teen days,refuse to make any arrangements 
whatever forthe transport of the oilin case- 
wagons, and harbors of Poti and Batoum are 
said to be unadapted for the trade. 


A special to the Pittsburg Disp ich from Wash- 
ington, Pa., says it really begins to look again as 
though the Niagara Oil Company meant business 
in this county. A few weeks ago, after getting 
their toois fastened in the Buchanan well, more 
than 4,000 feet below the surface, the workmen 
ceased operations and left the place. The hands 
have returned, and ure now engaged in remoy- 
ing the tools, after which they expect to proceed 
with the drill. A new well will also be started 
shortly, with a new set of hands and new 
engine, on the Rush farm. This will make the 
fourth test well begun in that region. Superin- 
tendept Crocker insists that there is oil in Wash- 
ington county. 


There is considerable talk here at the present 
momeat, to the effect that large pools are being 
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formed to corner petroleum. One story rings jn 
some of the “big guns” of the Stock Ry.

CUSTOMS DECISIONS, 


CRUDE MUSK IN POD. 

The Department gives answer to a letter from 
Wells, Fargo & Co,, requesting permission to 
withdraw, without payment of duty, one case 
musk, marked “Y;,,”’ received at this port ip 
bond from San Francisco, which, they allege, ig 
reported by the appraiser to be crude musk in 
the natural pod, and to be similar in character to 
that which was the subject of Department's ral- 
ing of the 24th of February last. 

If the representations of the parties are found 
to be true, the importers are authorized to re- 
turn the transportation entry to the collector of 
customs at San Francisco for amendment in ac- 
cordance with the facts 

In this connection it may be stated that, in the 
opinion of the Department, crude musk in the 
pod, which has had one side of the pod removed 
for the purpose of showing the grain, is equally 
entitied to free entry under the statute. 














RATE OF DUTY ON GOODS ENTERED BE- 
FORE THE TARIFF ACT OF 1883 TAK&s 
EFFECT. 

The Departmentin answer to a letter dated 
the 2d instant, suggesting that section 10 of the 
tariff act of 1883 might be so interpreted that 
goods atthe public stores for examination on 
the Ist of July, though entered with payment of 
duties before that date, if not examined until on 
or after that date, might be subjected to duties 
at the rate prescribed by the act cited, decides 
that ifthe entry of the merchandise shall be 
completed before the date mentioned, the mer 
chandise will be subject to duty at the rates in 
force prior to that date. 





ANILINE DYES AND COLORS—JAUNE IN- 
DIAEN. 

The Department makes decision in the appeal 
of Messrs. F. Beck & Co., from the decision as- 
sessing duty at the rate of 50 cents per pound 
and 35 per centum ad valorem on certain 80- 
called “‘Jaune Indien,” imported per “Labrador,” 
December 26, 1882, and claimed by the appel- 
lat.ts to be moist water-colors used in the manu- 
facture of paper-hangings, dutiable at 25 per 
centum ad valurem unly, but returned by theap 
praiser on the invoice as “aniline colors.” 

Tne article was classified in accordance with 
the chemist’s report as “composed in part of 
fluerescence uncombined,” and the appraiser's 
report shows that it is substantially the same as 
‘aniline yellow” which is dutiable at the rate 
assessed. The decision of the collector is there- 
fore affirmed. 


DUTY ON ALCOHOLIC INFUSION, 


The Department has considered the appeal of 
Julius Cohen from the decision of the collector 
of this port assessing duty at the rate of two 
dollars per gallon on certain so-called medicinal 
preparations, imported per “St. Laurent,” Feb- 
ruary 5, 1883, which the appellant claims to be 
dutiable either at the rate of 20 or 40 per cent. 
ad valorem. 

The appraiser reports that the merchandise Is 
invoiced as an “infusion alcolique de brou de 
noix, at 53 degres;”’ that it is not recognized as 
medicinal preparation; and that, as distilled 
spirits is the component part of chief value, it 
was clussified under the provision in Schedule D 
(Heyl, 983) which imposes “a duty not less than 
that imposed upon distilled spirits’ on all com 
pounds or preparations of which distilled spirits 
isa component part of chief value.” There 
seemed to be no good ground on which to base 
the claim of the appellant, and consequently, the 
same was rejected. 


ALLOWANCE FOR DRAWBACK—GLUE SIZ 
ING. 

Upon an examination by the Department of 
the samples submitted with the application of 
Messrs. Wahl Brothers for drawback on “glue 
sizing,” manufactured by them from impo 
glue, it appears that the process of manufacture 
consists in gricding the imported cakes or blocks 
of gue into powder, in whivh form it is expo 
under the name of glue sizing. 

The epartment concurs in the opinion of the 
collector of the port of Chicago, that this manu- 
facture is similar to that of flour from impo 
grain, upon which drawback is allowed 
the provisions of section 3019 of the Rev 
Statutes, and the collector is therefore author 
ized to allow on the exportation of the article @ 
question a drawback of the duty paid 2 * 
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quantity of the imported glue equal in weight to 
the net weight of the exported sizing, less the 
legal retention of 10 per centum.

MeTHOoD FOR PREPARING Brown Dyzs.—Diazo- 
azobenzenesulphonic acids are combined with @ 
or B-naphthylamine. Example: 50 kg. sodium- 
amido-azobenzenesulphonate or better disul- 
phonate are dissolved in 1,000 liters of water 
and by the addition of 10 kg. sodium nitrite and 
50 kg. hydrochloric acid, converted into the 
diazo compound. The diazoazobenzenesulphonic 
acid formed, after having been left to stand for 
some time is poured into a solution of 21 kg. 
paphthyline (@ or B), in 50 kg. hydrochloric acid 
and 1,000 liters of water. The colorine matter 
which is at once precipitated, is collected on fil- 
ters converted inte the ammonia or soda salt 
and dried. 





ANew Lacquek.—A lacquer of great elasticity, 
perfectly supple and not liable to peel off, is 
madein the following manner: About 120 Ibs. 
of oil varnish is heated in one vessel, and 33 Ibs. 
of quicklime put into 22 Ibs. of water in another, 
Assoon as the lime causes an effervescence, 55 
Ibs. of melted india-rubber are added. This mix- 
ture is stirred and then poured into the vessel of 
hotvarnish. The whole is then stirred so as to 
be thoroughly mixed, then strained ond allowed 
to cool, when it has the appearance of lead. 
When required for use it is thinned with the ne- 
cessary amount of varnish and applied witha 
brush, hot or cold, ‘preferably the former. This 
lacquer is useful for wood or iron and for walls; 
it will also render waterproof cloth, paper &c. 





A New Moxa—Under the name of crayon feu, 
Dr. Moses describes a preparation made as fol- 
lows: Charcoal powder, 30 grams; potassium 
nitrate, 4 grams; benzonial, 1 gram; the 
whole to be made up with some active substance 
into 40 crayons. Heso obtainsa hard prepara- 
tion which is easily inflamed by a match, and 
which he proposes for the cauterization of poi- 
soned wounds and when the actual cautery is 
required. 

On Carronic Actp.—M. Ballo, having occasion 
to analyze the mineral water known as “Salva- 
tor,” found that it contained large quantities of 
carbon dioxide and carbonates of calcium, mag- 
nesium, sodium, and lithium, as well as other 
salts. The carbon dioxide was present in part 
as free carbonic anhydride, in part combined in 
form of acid carbonates. The water, notwith- 
standing, its richness in carbon dioxide, did not 
effervesce at 10 deg. to 13 deg.C, and only slight- 
ly at higher temperatures, and on standing even 
for weeks in a vessel covered loosely witha 
glass plate, scarcely any calcium carbonate was 
deposited. In order to find whether carbonic acid 
was present, magnesium was brought into con- 
tact with the liquid. It was first proved that 
water when boiled to drive off carbon dioxide, 
has no action on magnesium at 100 deg. C. On 
placing a quantity of magnesium in the Salvator 
water, however, carbon dioxide was first evol- 
ved, and then pure hydrogen, the amount col 
lhcted corresponding tothe amount of magne- 
sium dissolved. One atom of magnesium 
liberated tw atoms of hydrogen. Similar 
evolutions of hydrogen was found to occur with 
ordinary soda water, as well as with solutions of 
potassium and sodium bicarbonates, while mag- 
nesium has no action on the normal carbonates 
of the metals. The effect is greater with sodium 
than with potassium bicarbonate, while it was 
found that sodium bicarbonate dissociates at a 

considerably lower temperature than the potas- 
sium salt. Magnesium behaves similarly with 
oO her acid salts, such as cream of tartar, and 
also with a solution of sulphur dioxide and other 
anbyd rides in water. Frum these experiments 
the author concludes that carbon dioxide does 
notexist as an anhydride in mineral waters 
which contains this substance, but asa true 
acid. 





Suavine Soar.—W. Kurten, in the Pharm. 
Centralhalle, recommends the following: Melt 
together 40 kilograms of fine white tallow, and 
20 kilograms of coccanut oil at a temperature of 
114 deg. F., and stir in 34 kilograms of a 30 per 
cent. sulution of caustic soda, and 6 kilograms 
of a 30 per cent. solution of caust’c potash. Stir 
steadily until saponification takes place, which 
will be from about 15 to 20 minutes, or untila 
kind of skin appears upon the melted soap. Stir 
in 200 grams of caraway oil, 250 grams of es- 
sence of bergamot, 120 grams of oil of thyme, 
and 120 grams of oil of lavender. The resulting 
soap is beautifully white and has a pleasant 
odor. It contains no free alkali, and makesa 
heavy and lasting lather. 





A Compounp or PHosPHoRIc AcID AND oF SIL- 
tca.—P. Hautefeuille and J. Margottet treat the 
silica obtained from the decomposition of silicon 
fluoride with water, and simply dried with meta- 
Phosphoric acid in quiet fusion in a platinum 
crucible. The compound obtained consists of 
One molecule of each constituent. Its sp. gr. is 
3.1, and it is hard enough to scratch glass. 

Naw Invisrsis Inx.—C. Widemann communi- 
Cates anew method of making an invisible ink 
to Die Natur. To make the writing or the draw- 
ing appear which has been made upon paper 
with the ink, it is sufficient to dip it into water. 


















On drying, the traces disappear again, and reap- 
pear by each succeeding immersion. The ink is 
made by intimately mixing linseed oil, .1 part; 
water of ammonia, 20 parts; water, 100 parts. 
The mixture must be agitated each time before 
the pen is dipped into it, as a little of the ofl may 
separate and float on top, which would leave an 
oily stain upon the paper. 





FORMATION OF ARSENIDES BY PRESSURE.— 
Spring has continued his experiments on the 
formation of chemical compounds by simple 
pressure, and now gives the results obtained 
with arsenic. When zinc filings and pulverized 
arsenic, mixed in the proportions required by 
the formula Zn,Asq, are submitted to a pressure 
of 6,500 atmospheres, a homogeneous metallic- 
like olock is obtained, crystalline under the mi- 
croscope and brittle under the hammer. It dis- 
solves completely in sulphuric acid, evolving 
hydrogen arsenide and leaving only a small 
biack residue. A similar mixture of lead and ar- 
senic gives a homogeneous block of a metallic 
luster, hard and brittle, and which doves not clog 
the file. The arsenide of tin corresponding to 
the formula Sn,As,, thus obtained, is a white 
metallic mass, brittle, with foliated structure, 
fusible at a higher temperature than tin, and 
difficultly soluble in bydrochloric acid with evo- 
lution of H;As. The cadmium ursenide required 
three pressings, and gave a brittle metallic mags. 
No compound of as high a composition in ar- 
senic, CdsAsg, could be formed by fusion. Cop- 
per combines with arsenic under pressure only 
with difficulty. After eight pressings a homoge- 
neous metallic mass resulted, brittle and granu- 
lar, grayish white in color. Silver acts similarly, 
giving a bluish gray homoneneous metallic mass. 
Arsenic itself, when submited to 6.600 atmo. 
spheres, acquired a metallic luster and a specific 
gravity of 4.91.—Ber. Berl. Chem. Ges. 


Merny. Cuoioripe TO Extract THE PERFUME 
or FLrowers.—Camille Vincent, of Paris, pro- 
poses to use methyl chloride for obtaining the 
perfume of flowers. In the first place, to remove 
the small quantity of the bad smelling substance 
which adheres to the methyl! chloride, it is purt- 
fied by treating it in the gaseous state with con- 
centrated sulphuric acid. The apparatus used 
in extracting the perfume from flowers consists 
of a vessel in which the flowers are digested, ofa 
holder for the purified liquid chloride of methyl, 
of a closed vessel to catch the latter when it has 
been impregnated with the perfume, and finally 
of an air pump that serves a double purpose, 
first to rarefy the air, secondly to force the vola- 
tilized methyl chloride into the worm, where it 
is condensed again by cold. The flowers are 
subjected tothe action of the liquid methyl 
chloride for two minutes, and it is then run into 
the third vessel above meutioned. This opera- 
tion is repeated several times with fresh methyl 
chloride. Finally, the liquid absorbed by the 
flowers is removed byrarifying the airin the 
digesting vessel, and leading it into the condens- 
ing apparatus. The last portion is driven out by 
a current of steam. Tue impregnated methyl 
chloride in the third vessel is volatilized by 
warming to about 30 deg. C., and reducing the 
pressure to half an atmosphere. The perfume is 
left behind mixed with fatty and waxy sub- 
stances. To obtain the perfume ina perfectly 
pure state this mass is treated with cold alcohol. 
We would add, 2,200 Ibs. of flowers can be ex- 
hausted daily by this process. 


INcomBUSTIBLE Paint.—MM. Vilde et Scham- 
beck propose the follewing mixture for render 
ing woodwork incombustible: Pulverized glass, 
20; pulverized porcelain, 20; pulverized stone, 
20; calcined lime, 10; silicate of soda, 30; total 
100. The solid eliments must be reduced to as 
fine a state as possible and sifted,and then mixed 
intimately with the soluble glass, thus forming a 
glutinous mass which may be employed, as it is, 
for painting, or may be mixed with various col- 
ors. The addition of the lime gives a certain 
unctuosity tothe mass for painting, while the 
combination of this lime with a portion of the 
silicic acid of the soluble glass promotes the ulti- 
mate mixture of the other substances. Although 
the mixture given above is recommended as be- 
ing the best, the proportion of the various ele- 
ments way be changed according to circumstan 
ces, except that of the soluble glass, which must 
remain constant. Instead of silicate of soda, the 
soluble glass of potush may be employed, but the 
former is cheaper. The paint is laid on witha 
brush in the ordinary munner, and as evenly as 
possible on the surface to be protected. The 
first coat sets immediately, and the second may 
be applied from six to twelve hours afterwards 
two coats being sufficient.

Preliminary Meeting of the Coiton 
seed Crushers. 


The cotton-seed crushers held their preliminary 
meeting at Memphis on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day of last week. The meeting had reference 
almost exclusively to the seed business, and 
covered such questions as the division of terri- 
tory, price of seed etc. 

The principal questions discussed were the 
care of cottonseed on the river bank and at 
railroad depots, the care of seed sacks and the 
responsibility of parties receiving them, the 
responsibility of common carriers, and the dam- 
age to seed en route, 

It was resolved to pay the highest price for 








seed justified by the price of the manufactured 
products, 

The division of territory was discussed at 
length, but no definite conclusion was arrived at 
as to the manner in which it should be dis- 
tributed. 

The convention was attended by about sixty 
cotton seed oil men from various parts of the 
Mississippi Valley, and though in many respects 
important, it was purely preliminary in its char- 
acter. The plan of operations for the coming 
season will be finally arranged at the meeting to 
be held in Chicago next month,

Jesse Oakley x Co.’s Assignment. 


Jesse Oakley & Co., well known for thirty-five 
years in the soap business in this city, made 
an assignment last Saturday for the benefit of 
their creditors to Wm. H. Ames and Herman W. 
Vanderpoel. The liabilities are about $330,000, 
and nominal assets about the same. The pre- 
ferred claims amount to $222,902 71, of which 
nearly $100,000 are upon notes of the firm. The 
preferences are.

The firm's tickets are strewn among the trade 
rather promiscuously. It appears that for a year 
or more the firm has been a little slow,and a few 
houses who have refused to grant the time asked 
for, have had the misfortune to lose Messrs, 
Oakley & Co’s trade, but are rather ahead on the 
present deal. The heaviest merchandise creditor 
is the firm of Fritzsche Bros, which holds about 
$10,000. Messrs. Welch, Iiolme & Clark get 
$8,000, and F, G. Brown $3,500. About half of 
the latter amount is, however, now held by the 
banks. Messrs. Wing & Evans are down for $3,- 
500, Mr. Edward Hill $2,200, Messrs. Patterson, 
Downing & Co. $700, and Messrs. G. A. & E. 
Meyer $600. 

The senior member of the firm, Jessie Oakley, 
is 74 yearsold. He puts in the assets the factory 
at Newburgh, which stands in his name, valued 
at $125,000. The other members of the firm are 
his son John A. Oakley, and his nephew, E i Ben- 
edict Oakley. Mr. Willlam H. Ames, one of the 
assignees, said the cause of the failure was doing 
a business too large for the capital. 


Greenland Seal Fishing. 


The steamer Polynia, belonging to the Dundee 
Seal and Whale Fishing Company, arrived at 
Dundee about May Ist from Greenland with 
2,500 young and old seals, which will yield about 
thirty tons of oil. Captain Walker reports that 
he reached the main pack of seals on the last day 
of the close time. The Norwegian fleet had 
arrived before him and taken up positions, and 
when the sealing began it was carried on with 
such earnestness that the pack was cleared off 
in the course ofa day. Asarule the seals were 
of poor quality, due to the fact that the present 
seals had been trightened and annoyed during 
the period of suckling by so many vessels encom- 
passing them. Captain Walker reports that the 
total catch of the twenty-two Norwegian and 
British ships which were fortunate in getting 
amongst the seals was about 54,500, or about 
2500 per ship. The Greenland sealing is yearly 
becoming more and more exhausted, and the 
present season will not pay expenses unless the 
ships are fortunate in making up a cargo at the 
old seal and bottlenose whale fishing during the 
summer months. There were seven Dundee 
steamers at Greenland this season, five of which 
remain to prosecute the oldseal and bottlenose 
whale fishing. The Pelynia, after refitting, sailed 
for the Davis Straits whale fishing.

Mr. Oliver Johnson’s Semi-Centennial. 


Mr. Oliver Johnson of the firm of Oliver John- 
son & Co., Providence, R.I., celebrated the fif- 
tiath anniversary of his business on the 7th inst., 
and the Journal of that city honors the occasion 
by printing an interesting sketch of Mr. Johnson 
and his business enterprises. From this sketch 
we learn that in 1821 Mr. Johnson, who was 
then in his twenty-second year, was teaching 
school at Centreville. R. I. A year later he had 
opened a variety store in the place, and in an- 
other year he had abandoned this enterprise to 
engagein the sale of drugs and paints and at 
the same time he began the study of medicine 
with Dr. Sylvester Knight. Two years later he 
became a hotel keeper. The profiits of a road- 
tavern in those days of stage coaching were con- 
siderable, but Mr. Johnson’s ambition was not 
satisfied by the field which this vocation offered 
him and he subsequently took an interest in a 
woolen factory and_ general store. In 
April, 1833, all these enterprises having 
been disposed of, Mr. Johnson went to 
Providence and on the 7th of the following 
month begun the drug. paint, oil and dye- 
stuffs business in partnership with Dr. Knight, 
to whom allusion has already been made. 
Dr. Knight furnished one half of the capital, but 
remained in Centreville, while Mr Johnson car- 
ried on the business, reeeiving $600 per annum 
for his services. To fit up and stock the store 
with goods took time, and it was not till May 
7th that it was opened for business, with Mr. 
Johnson managirg preprietor, and Mr. Joseph 
Remington (afterward inthe pickle and preserve 
business here and in New York) clerk. For com- 
petitors Messrs. Oliver Johnson & Co, had Char- 
les Dyer, Jr., who occupied the two stores next 
east of them, Nos. 36 and 38; John H. Mason & 
Co, (afterward Earl P. Mason), who were located 
opposite the City Hotel, and Isaac B. Cooke, at 
No. 23 Market street. These were all jobbers in 
paints, drugs and dyestuffs. Thomas A. Larned, 
at 32 North Main street, also dealt in paints and 
drugs in a small way; Joseph Balch, at 33 South 
Main street, was a jobber in drugs and medi- 
cines; Peter Grinnell & Sons, at 37 South Main 
street, dealers in hardware, also sold paints and 
oils; and Manton & Hallett,9 South Water street, 
were large dealers in drugs. Besides these,there 
were John A. Wadsworth and John H. Taylor, 
on North Main street, and Dutee Greene,on High 
street, and other retail dealers in medicines. Mr. 
Dyer was active and energetic, and ambitious to 
do a large business. His store, No. 36, was a 
one-story building with two large windows in 
front and an entrance between. This store he 
had, for those times, fitted up in an elegant, not 
to say extravagant manner, for his retail de- 
partment. The fixtures were the best in the 
city and alone cost him $2,000. He advertised 
extensively and bought largely, but not always 
wisely. For this and other reasons, perhaps, he 
was not successful. After manfully struggling 
for some time to continue his business and win 
success, he was finally compelled to sell out, and 
Messrs. Oliver Johnson & C . became the pur- 
chasers. From this time on they did a greatly 
extended business, Dr. Knight having in the 
mean time moved to Providence. He was not 
personally active in the business, but his sons, 
Jabez C., afterward Mayor of the city, was bcok- 
keeper, and William A., in after years well 
known here, was salesman. Dr. Knight, after a 
long and distressing illness, died in 1841, and the 
business was sold out to Grosvenor & Chase. 
Mr. Johnson then opened a cotton and commis 
sion office at No. 32 Market street. A year later 
he added groceries, drugs and paints to his bust- 
ness. In 1846 Mr. Johnson took the store No. 18 
Exchange street, which has been made to answer 
the wants of a continually increasing business to 
the present time. In a year or two after re- 
moving to Exchange street, Mr. Johnson gradu- 
ally dropped the grocery, cotton and commission 
business, and gave his attention particularly to 
paints, oils, and grocers’ drugs. On the frst of 
January, 1852, Mr. William 8. Johnson was ad- 
mitted to partnership, and the name changed to 
Oliver Johnson & Son. Mr. Johnson, Jr., went to 
work for his father in 1843. He opened and 
closed the store, built fires, kept the books, and 
acted as salesman and porter as occasion de- 
manded. It was not till the removal to Exchange 
street that a porter was employed,and he relieved 
of some of these duties. In 1856, Mr. Benjamin 
W. Spink, then a young man of 18 years of age, 
came to work for the firm and learn the business. 
So well did he do this, and so efficient did he be- 
come, that, in 1859, he was admitted to partner- 
ship and an equal interest with the others. With 
this addition to the firm no change in the name 
was made until some years after, when the old 
rtyle of Oliver Johnson & Co. was resumed and 
still remains. 

A mill for grinding paints was opened by the 
firm in 1865, and has since been several times en- 
larged to meet the demands of their growing 
business. 

Nothing more forcibly illustrates the great 
change in business matters which fifty years 
have produced, than the large increase in ex- 
penses. In 1833 Messrs. Oliver Johnson & Co, 
paid but $200 per annum for rent and when a 
year later they moved to larger quarters, the 
rent for the two stores on Weybosset street was 
but $280, and for the storebouse in the rear only 
$72. Their rent now, aside from their factory, 
is about ten times as much as then, and for the 
whole time they were on that street. Salaries 
also, were then much less than now. As before 
stated, Mr. Johnson received but $600 a year 
for his services, and his clerk was paid $400. At 
no time, probably, for the first five years, did

their expenses reach ten dollars a day, whereas 
now they are more than eighty dollars, in- 
dependent of their factory. That the margin of 
profits is now very small is the universal com- 
plaint, and yet a reference to the books of 1833 
shows that as a rule the profits were not large. 
Take the following articles for illustration :

These selling prices are mostly at retail, and, 
with few exceptions, would be regarded now 
as affording not more than a fair profit. There 
was then, fifty years ago, so far as concerns 
profits, no material advantage over now, but ex- 
penses being less, with the same profit, more 
could then be made. One item of saving was in 
the less amount of help required. Then all sales 
were made at the store. It was not necessary to 
look up customers. Drummers were unknown, 
and thus a large expense, which now enhances 
the cost of goods, was saved. This is to the ben- 
efit of the consumer first, and the small dealer 
next. The retailer is saved his travelling ex- 
penses, and the consumer buys his goods at a less 
price than he otherwise would. What therefore 
is the large dealer’s loss, is their gain. 


Notwithstanding his sixty years of business 
life, Mr. Oliver Johnson, at the ripe age of nearly 
84 years, is still in good health and may be seen 
at his desk every pleasant forenoon. The weight 
of years sit not very heavily upon him, and he is 
still able to tire out many a younger man. When 
fifty years ago he opened his store on Weybosset 

* gtreet, he had not a customer in the city, and the 
books show that at first his sales were confined 
to his friends in Centreville. The first year was 
a trying one, and when the first annual account 
of stock was taken the showing was such as 
would have discouraged a less determined mind 
than his. 

The Union White Head Co., of this City, sent 
a congratulatory letter to Mr. Johnson, upon 
his anniversary, and in acknowledging it he 
forwarded a copy of a bill for lead which he 
bought from the company in May, 1835. The 
bill calls for 2,605 Ibs. dry lead in half bbls. and 
kegs at 10c. 500 lbs. ‘‘No. 2” white lead in kegs 
at 9c.; 1,000 Ibs. ‘‘No. 1,” at 10c., and 1,000 Ibs.

The Tax on Matches. 


The leading match manufacturers report in 
answer to the Bulletin’s inquiries that their trade 


is being seriously affected by the impending 


abolition of the internal reveaue tax, July 1. 
This provision of the revenue Dill, it will be 
remembered, was fought strenuously by many 
of the leading manufacturers. The tax is nearly 


three-quarters the cost of the match and it was 


feared that with it once removed a host of small 
manufacturers would go intothe business. As 
it is now, no jobber or retailer will buy a larger 
stock than is required for immediate use as none 
of them wish to carry over any stamped stock. 


What will be the effect of the new law cannot 
be stated for a certainty. Some companies 
refuse to make any statement. It must be ac- 
knowledged by all hands that a large reduction 
will immediately follow. We hear of no labor 
troubles which threaten to appropriate a large 
part of the reduction as was true in the case of 
cigars. There seems to be no reason why manu 
facturers should not sell matches to the home 
trade at the same figures as to the export trade 
which does not now pay a tax. For instance, a 
case of matches containing ten gross exports for 
about $5 00 or 50 cents per gross, but because 
of the tax the same case sells to domestic trade 
at about $19. 

On a single gross which retails at $2, 
there is $1 44 tax, less seven per cent. or nearly 
that, where stamps are bought in large quanti- 
ties. There is no reason why the same gross of 
matches should not sell for 50 cents after July 1. 
Or take the quarter gross in which form 
matches are chiefly sold at retail. They are now 
sold at 50 to55cents. The tax amounts to 36 
cents, less the seven per cent. as before. The 
consumer may reasonably expect to buy his 
quarter gross at 15to 20 centsafter July 1. At 
these figures the matches will pay the manufac- 
turer the same profit that they do to-day and 
precisely the same profit that they now obtain 
on matches exported, the value of which for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1882, was $161,466, 
The evident moral of this article is that con- 
sumers should imitate dealers in buying no more 
than they can dispose of before July 1. The

The Sheffield, England, United Gas Light Com- 
pany have issued the following circular, and 
offer sulphate of ammonia at 20 shillings per 
ewt.—This manure is highly valued by gardeners 
for produc ng fine fruit, vegetables, flowers, &c. 
The following are the proportions in which it 
should be used: For vines, one bushel on the 
vine border, and lightly forked in it, in the 
months of March, April, May and September. 
This quantity (one bushel) to be for the nourish- 
ment of four vines. For onion beds, give a good 
sprinkling over the beds two or three times 
during the growth of the onions. For potatoes, 
one and a half cwt per acre as a top dressing, 
before the haulms appear above the ground. 
For greenhouse plants, a large teacupful in a 
bucket of water to water the greenhouse plants 
with twice a week. Not tobe used, however, for 
heaths, rhododendrons, or orchids. For peach, 
apricot, plum, current, and gooseberry trees, a 
similar solution to that given for greenhouse 
plants in the months vf March, April, May. Rose 
trees and garden plants are benefitted by the 
use of the solution. Celery, cabbages, and cauli- 
flowers grow well when watered also with the 
solution. For raising of healthy plants from 
seeds, sprinkle a good quantity of the sulphate 
on the seed beds, and then water them a week 
before sowing the seeds. Melons and cucumbers 
are also much benefitted by the sulphate of am- 
monia. For grass land, one and a half cwt per 
acre to be put on the land, in the month of April, 
before or after a shower of rain. For wheat, 
oats, and barley, one cwt per acre for wheat in 
April, one cwt per acre for oats in April, one and 
a quarter cwt per acre for barley in April. All 
vegetation (excepting heaths, rhododendrons, 
and orchids) are rendered more luxuriant, 
healthier, and consequently freer from the de- 
structive attacks of the scavengers of nature by 
the use of sulphate of ammonia, especially in the 
spring of the year, when vegetation requires a 
condensed rntiseptic food and nourisher, to 
enable it to withstand the blighting effects of the 
northeasterly winds, which, being the least 
electrical of all the winds, lower its vitality, and 
thus conduce to diseases in the animal and vege- 
table kingdoms,

If it be necessary to burn a weak ore, or 
indeed any description other than Spanish, 
the kiln should be a little deeper from 
working door to bars than the 2 feet 3 in, 
recommended. There is not the same 
danger of fluxing in the case of a weak ore 
as with the richer descriptions, and a 
slightly greater depth of burning material 
up, to, 3 feet will be found necessary in 
order to keep up the heat, and ensure ex- 
haustion of the sulpbur contents. No 
alteration, however, should be made in the 
length of the burner from back to front, 
Occasionally 6 feet, or even 6 feet 3 in. 
burners are met with, but the inevitable 
result is that the back portion of the ore 
does not work properly trom the bars, and 
consequently sets into asolid mass, The 
only possible evil attendant upon a small 
kiln is a slight waste of material and 
money, 60 that a shallow kiln from back to 
front is by far the better extreme to run 
into. The plan of open kilns, that is to say 
with low division walls, and an arch spring- 
ing from back and front, formerly adopted 
in Kugland, and still to be met with upon 
the Continent, is cheap, but possesses no 
other virtue. The draughts are difficult, 
in tact, impossible to regulate, and the 
kilns cannot be, forany reason, shut off 
and treated individually. Pyrites kilns re- 
quire careful building with the best ma- 
terials owing to the nature of the products 
and the violent manipulation sometimes 
necessary. Io certain parts—e. g.—in the 
flues, common red bricks may be used, but 
it is a doubtful economy, owing to the in- 
duced uneveness cf the building. The 
fireclay should be very carefully ground 
and the joints kept so thin that a penknife 
cannot be turned in them. When the nitre 
recovery process is not carried on it is ad- 
visable to have such an arrangement for 
connecting the pyrites kilns with the 
chambers; that the gases, which leave the 
kilns at about 1200 deg. F. shail be well 
cooled down before entering the chamber, 
so as not to exceed about 80 deg.C, The 
best arrangement is to carryj an upright 
brick stack from an independent founda- 
tion, to a hight of about 10 feet above the 
level of the burner arch, ‘The materials 
used may be common bricks, and lime 
mixed with a little salt. A better mortar, 
however, is formed of tar and China clay 
boiled, Pipes lined with bricks, or made 
of wrought iron, are to be avoid, the 
former on account of imperfect radiation 
of heat, the latter because of their expense. 
Sometimes a brick flue is substituted for 
the pipes, but in consequence of the power- 
ful action of the condensed acid, which at- 
tacks all the materials used, this is any- 
thing but a satisfactory expedient. For 
drawing off the acid the old siphon ar- 
rangement is upon the whole the best. The 
lead-lined box burned upon the chamber 
log, and the companion box which is set 
into the floor of the passage, and receives 
the delivery arm of the siphon, should be 
strongly put together, so as to stand some 
considerable knocking about. The fixed 
siphon is alsu a very good arrangement, 
but it is not so clean in working as the 
simpler arrangement. In the case of the 
fixed siphon the outer, or delivery, arm is 
surrounded by a lead cylinder, which can 
be pulled up by any convenient chain and 
pulley arrangement, until the overflow 
from it is higher than the level of the acid 
within the chamber when the running 
of course ceases, the siphon itself remain- 
ing charged. When the outer cylinder is 
lowered, the siphon acts and the acid is 
run off. From the days output of burnt 
ore a sample should be taken and at the 
close of every week a mixed sample of the 
whole should be tested for sulphur. With 
proper plant, and judicious working, the 
average percentage of sulphur in the burnt 
ore should not exceed 4 per cent. Many 
manufacturers aver that they work below 
this, but any such statement should be re- 
ceived cautiously. It means probably, that 
the sampling, or testing, hes been de- 
fective. Within limits an experienced eye 
can readily tell from the appearance of the 
residue whether it has been perfectly 
burned or not, The brownish-red lumps 
should be light and porous, showing no 





kernels of green ore when broken, They 
should be quite cool to the touch, even 
when first shaken out,and no fluxed Jumps 
should make their appearance upon the 
cinder heap.- The sulphur in the pyrites 
is converted as far as possible into sulphur 
dioxide, a sufficient quantity of air being 
admitted for the purpose and for further 
oxidation into sulphuric acid, but the 
smallest possible amount of excess. The 
residue left in the burners consists of g 
mixture of seginoxide of iron sulphide of 
iron, sulphite of copper, silica and lime, 
also, probably some sulphates of lime ang 
copper. The pyrites must be properly 
broken, in lumps neither too large nor too 
small, and if there is much dust in the 
stone, every charge must be rildled. The 
charges must neither be tco heavy nor too 
light. In the former case the sulphur wil] 
not be burned off, and the kiln will be hot 
right down to the bars—in the latter?case 
the burners will become black and cold, 
The burner gas--sulphur dioxide--is 
now passed on to the chambers, along 
with nitric peroxide and some other nitro. 
gen oxides, generated by bringing nitrate 
of soda into contact with strong sulphuric 
acid, in what is known as the polling of 
eratiim. As will be noted the nitrigen 
peroxide simply acts a carrying part be- 
tween the oxygen of the air and the sul- 
phurious gas, imparting to the latter the 
atom of oxygen necessary to connect it, 
by the further aid of steam or water into 
sulphuric acid, and finally escaping from 
the chamber exit in its original form. Reg. 
ulated charges of nitrate of soda and sul. 
phuric acid are introduced into the pots 
and the heat of the burner gases passing 
over and around effect the rapid decompo- 
sition of the sodium salt, with formation 
of sulphate of soda and liberation of nitric 
acid. It is advisable to keep a slight excise 
of acid in the pots both to ensure perfec 

decomposition of the nitrate and to yield 
a liquid sulphate of soda that will readily 
run out when the bottom plug is with- 
drawn. The nitrogen compounds are very 
often introduced into the working chamber 
separately, being generated in the way de- 
scribed but in an independent kiln heated 
by a small fire. By this means the prema- 
ture formation of sulphuric acid is avoided, 
and any possible boiling over of the sul- 
phate into the burners nearest to the potting 
place prevented. The chambers are how- 
ever, now cut xbout, the plant is rendered 
more complicated and expensive and a 
small extra cost of fuel is entailed. A better 
guide however is the strength of the acid 
at the drip luter, A record of this should 
be made at least once a day and it should 
be tried with a hydrometer as often 
throughout the day as is convenient. If 
the drips register 145° or 150° the acid is 
forming at a strength that will eat away 
the lead, and an extra turn of steam should 
be at once put on. The drips must always 
be stronger than it is desired the body of 
the acid ,should test, because many 
influences are at work to weaken 
the latter. So assuming that the 
acid of the first chamber should 
be 125 per cent strong, of the second 115 
per cent, and of the third 90 to 100; the 
drips of (the first chamber must be kept at 
about 135, of the second 125 per cent, of 
the third 100 to 110 per cent. It has been 
already pointed out that the produce of 
acid is increased by a good layer of liquid 
upon the bottom. A chamber should never 
be run below 5 inches of stock acid, and if 
8 inches can be made the minimum better 
results will be obtained. The best methods 
of gauging the depth of acid and drawing 
off to the cisterns have been described. 
The question of yields is an all important 
one. A record of the exact weight of stone 
consumed should be kept, the make of 
acid each day and calculated into pounds, 
and at periodical times, once a week, the 
exact produce of acid from the weeks con- 
sumption of pyrites and nitre should be 
estimated. The best method of calculating 
the actual height of acid—of monohydrat 

H,S0,—is given, any reduction to 0. V.— 
acid of 170 deg. Tawdell, orto any arbitrary 
standard is apt to be misleading. When 
the pyrites used is good, 48 to 50 strong, 
134 parts of acid should be yielded by 100 
parts of stone. ‘This allows for 4 per cent 
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ofsulphur left in the burnt ore, and 1 per 
sent escape through the final exit pipes 
gpd at other points of the process. With 
ipferior pyrites a greater allowance must 
je made for residual sulphur. Many 
panufacturers profess to get better results 
thon this, leaving a smaller percentage of 
ylphar in the ore, but such statements of 
rfectly conducted processes should be 
yoeived with caution. Sometimes the 
‘id of acid upon stone or sulphur, is 
ignored, and the yield of salt cake upon 
srites taken, the reason being the errors 
jo which the acid calculation is liable, but 
{y take the intermediate step is at any rate 
sinning upon the safe side. 
(Concluded.) 
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the Working of Sulphuric Acid 
Chambers. 
By Henry PEMBERTCN, JR. 

During several years subsequent to the 
panic of 1873 a set of acid chambers, the 
property of a company of this city, was 
worked under my supervision. Owing to 
the depressed state of trade and conse- 
quent stock of goods on hand, the chamb- 
gra were often run below their full capac- 
ity. They were run without a Gay Lussac 
absorbing tower, and burned best unmixed 
seconds brimstone, 4,000 pounds being the 
normal charge in 24 hours. Good results, 
approaching very nearly to the theoretical 
fgures were Obtained from such a charge 
when 10 per cent. niter was used. Burn- 
ing 3,600 pounds per day, 9 per cent. 
riter was required, and with 3,000 pounds 
8percent. As the cubic capacity of the 
set was 107,200 cubic feet, the following 
represents the pounds sulphur, per cent. 
niter and cubic feet per pound sulphur;

Several years after this the capacity was 
nearly doubled by the addition of two 
mare chambers, the whole being run in 
one set, with a Gay Lussac and Glover— 
still burning brimstone. The total number 
of cubic feet was now 202,600, the towers 
and connecting pipes not being included. 
Sulphur charged was about 10,500 pounds 
aday, per cent niter from 3 to 3!y. 

The following gives the totals of four 
weeks running (28 days), being a fair il- 
lustratiou of the workings of the chambers 
when in good condition:

The test of this nitrous vitriol was made 
with permanganate, using 5 cc. of solu- 
tion, containing 15.8 grams KMnQ, per 
liter, (—1¢ normal). 


The nitrous vitriol was run into this 
from a graduated pipette, the volume re- 
quired varying from 1.2 co. to 1.5 ce. 
Adding up the total tests made in the 
above 28 days, I find that asa daily aver- 
ge 1,352 co. nitrous vitriol exactly de- 
colorized the 5cc. of permanganate, It 
results from this that 100 pounds nitrous 
vitriol contains N,O;, equivalent to 4.62 
pounds of chemically pure nitrate of soda. 
11.61 blowups of this went daily through 
the Glover, each blowup delivering 2,334 
pounds 1.7 specific gravity acid. Hence, 
total nitrous vitriol — 27,097 pounds at 
4.62 per cent, — 1,252 pounds pure Na 
NO,— 1,291 commercial 97 per cent. 
nitrate,*

The Carbonating or Finishing Process 
of Soda Ash Manufacture, 
By Joun Lomas. 


Ot all the operations carried on in the 
alkali works, this is the cleanest and pleas- 
antest. It requires however, considerable 
skill and delicacy of manipulation on the 
part of the workman, and perhaps more 
strength than any other process, pecul- 
iarly adapted as one would imagine from 
this reason, for machinery the operation of 
carbonating and the methods employed 
have undergone very little change for the 
last forty years. Quite recently, however, 
certain reforms have been introduced 
which bid fair to revolutionize the process. 
The ordinary finishing furnace is of two 
descriptions single bedded and double. 
The latter is undoubtedly the better of the 
two, and is usually adopted§ Init as will 
be readily nnderstood from the term, while 
one charge of black {salt is being worked 
off upon the bed nearest the fire, another 
batch is slowly drying upon the back 
bed. ‘Two very considerable advantages 
attend this method, (lL) The furnsce is 
capable of turning out very much more 
work than a single bedded carbonator, and 
with a smaller expenditure of fuel. (2) the 
salt is subjected to a certainly slow drying 
before it is exposed to the more direct heat 
of the flames. The importance of this se- 
cond advantage will appeal to any practic- 
alman. When asingle bedded furnace is 
used it is a matter of the greatest difficulty 
to ensure that the workman shall not hur- 
ry his work at the beginning, and so turn 
out an inevitably coloured and inferior 
carbonate, An iucreased demand for soda 
ash as a marketable prod uct has led to the 
process being very much more carefully 
carried out than was formerly the case. 
The black salt wheeled from the depot, or 
drainer and carefully mixed in the manner 
described, is thrown upon the back bed 
through the door or by means sf some con- 
vienient hopper arrangement. The latter 
should be invariably employed where the 
levels admit of it. If the salt has to be 
worked new, or if any considerable quanti- 
ty of red liquor seems still to be contained 
in it, a couple of shovelfuls of saw dust 
may be adminstered with advantage. A 
good charge for a single bedded carbon- 
ator is 15 cwt. of the damp salt. If it. is 
attempted to work more than this at a time, 
the carbonate is certain to be, but imper- 
fectly cleared. In the case of a double 
bedded furnace 17 cwt. may ba worked as 
the drying operation ig facilitated. If it 
ig fished salt that is being worked, an even 
larger quantity may be put through with 
good results, as thomanipulation required 
is comparatively slight in the case of the 
purer raw material while the salt is being 
drieda‘very'slight‘amount of turning over is 
all thatis required. Itis only when the 
charge is transferred to the working bed, 
or when it is deemed that the moisture is 
thoroughly expelled that the real work be- 
gins. It must then be almost continuous 
until the charge is drawn, At this stage 
in the case of a single bedded furnace the 
damper, hitherto kept well down, to give 
acold smoky flameis drawnup and the 
fire cleared, s0 as to give a bright 
heat. If a clear hot flame is allowed to 
play upon the charge before it is dry, 
certain exposed portions will probably 
flux, and to use a technical term, the sul- 
phur, will become fixed. The actual 
carbonating stege in the care of both 
furnaces is now reached, and all the 
skill and strength of the workman are 
called into play. The charge, gathered 
together intu a convenient heap, is sliced 
towards the fire in small portions and 
then worked back again, so that every por- 
tion may he exposed to the heat without 
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remaining in contact with the flame long 
enough to be fluxed. The work to be ac- 
complished isa thorough oxidation, of the 
sulphide of sodium, and carbonating of 
caustic soda, The latter is brought about 
both by the atmosphere of carbon dioxide 
in the fnrnace and by the carbonizing 
effect of the sawdust contained in 
the salt, chiefly the former. During car- 
bonating flashes of burning sulphur follow 
the manipulation of the paddle. Good 
strong sult without much caus will 
stand almost any amount of fire, provided 
that the manipulation is constant and per- 
fect. A weak or soft salt will show signs of 
fluxing as soon as the flame is cleared, As 
the carbonate is tipped out it should still 
show a bright red heat,’and when cool a 
blue shade, preceeding probably from 
some compound of sodium and man- 
ganese. If it comes out with a dull clayey 
appearance, the salt has been weak ; if 
red or foxy, the heat in the furnace has 
been set away too soon. A foxy ash may 
however, grind a very fair color, The 
worst appearance of all is a dull gray. The 
term yellow alkali is still often applied to 
soda ash, and it is often stated, even by 
those who ought to know better, that good 
ash must have a yellowish or foxy appear- 
ance owing to the conversion of the iron 
salts into ferric oxide, that such an appears 
ance denotes perfect firing. A good ash 
should be bluish white when cool and 
give a perfectly pure color. 

As the barrows pass over the weigh 
bridge a sample sould be taken from each 
and mixed up so as to give a fair average 
of each batch. These should be carefully 
tested for carbonate and sulphide of sod- 
ium, and once a week at least, a complete 
analysis should be made of a mixed sample 
of all the week’s work. The amount of 
sulphide should not exceed a trace, the 
merest brown coloration should be given 
when a few drops of acetate of lead are 
added toa solution of a small quantity of 
the ash in a test tube. The sulphite should 
not exceed 0°10 per cent ; the sodium hy- 
drate 1 per cent., except in the case of a 
caustic ash, The chloride of sodium 1.25 
per cent, the sodium sulphate 7 per 
cent Finally black specks and little 
lumps of clay should not make their ap- 
pearance, the product of the brich dust or 
the luting of the boiling down pans, The 
chief points to be attended to are the 
amounts of sodium sulphide and sulphate. 
At the outside the former should not ex- 
ceed 0.01 per cent. If it does the batch has 
been badly worked, for however ‘ ditty” 
the salts may be, they may at any rate be 
cleared. The color is no criterion of 
the sulphide present. The very whitest 
ash will often show 0.07 or 0.08 per cent. 
when tested with acetate of lead solution. 
If the sulphate of soda exceeds 7 or 8 per 
cent, the balls have been badly worked, 
the undecomposed sulphate of soda com- 
ing through the process, or there has been 
an excess of sulphide in the tank liquor. 
‘rhe absence of caustic soda in soda ash is 
chiefly esteemed by those manufacturers 
who make soda crystals or who sell 
for the purpose. The presence of 
this compound in any considerable 
quantity gives a cloudy crystallized pro- 
duct, and its elimination is therefore a 
matter of importance. In the Lancashire 
district two qualities are turned out, a 
caustic and a carbonated ash, In the 
Tyne district almost the whole of the ash 
is rigidly carbonated not more than 1 or 
1.25 per cent. of hydrate being allowed. A 
Laneashire caustic ash will contain up to 
10 per cent., and is therefore specially 
suited to soap and paper making, where 
the lye has to be made thoroughly caustio 
before use. It is rather remarkable how- 


ever that fally one-half of the produce of 


the Tyne district is devoted to purposes for 
which the presence of caustic soda should 
be a desideratum.

Manufacture of Mineral Colors,

New Bere Buve. 

This color resembles the Berg blue des- 
cribed before very mnch and has often 
been used in its place. Its color ia less 
vivid and it is in fact nothing else than 





ordinary Bremen blue ground together 


with common Paris blue, dried and pul- 
verized. In consequence rew Berg blue 
possesses allthe properties of both of its 
ingredients. But, while Berg blue may 
be used as an oil, water, or fresco paint, 
the new answers tolerably well only ; as & 
fresco paint it is almost useless, the Puris 
blue being destroyed by the lime. Sul- 
phuretted hydrogen acts on new Berg blue 
in the same manner as on lime blue; 
ground in oil, new Berg blue is subject to 
similar changes, as Bremen blue, which 
forms the principal portion of it, but 
nevertheless it is preferable to Berg blue 
which, ground inoil, is a pretty poor 
coverer, 


B. BLUE IRON COLORS. IRON CYANIDE 
COMPOUNDS. 

In the manufacture of these the follow- 
ing materials are principally used. 

(1) Yellow prussiate of potash, or ferro- 
cyanide of potassium. 

This salt is from a technical point of 
view the most important one among all the 
cyanogen compounds, forming the base of 
operation in nearly all the processes for 
obtaining the articles of commerce con- 
taining cyanogen. Next to bichromate of 
potash, it is indispensable in the manu- 
facture of colors; formerly it was used 
principally in the manufacture of blue 
colors, while at present ultramarines and 
aniline derivatives have entered into strong 
competition in this respect, The manu- 
facture of the yellow prussiate has of late 
somewhat decreased, as the nitrogenous 
animal refuse formerly used in its pro- 
duction has found a more remunerative 
outlet in the manufacture of artificial 
manures, and commands a somewhat high- 
er price. We can pass over the old meth- 
ods, which refer chiefly to an impure solu- 
tion of the prussiate, but which have been 
discarded long ago. These methods were 
certainly simple enough, but the waste of 
alkali incurred by following them was tie- 
mendous. 

‘In its manufacture at present crude and 
calcined potash, dried blood, horus, horn 
chips, hoops, woolen rags and refuse, 
leather etc. form the crude material. They 
may be used in the crude state, but are 
often first subjectel to mild dry distilla- 
tion. Aspongy brittle mass remains be. 
hind, which is reduced to powder between 
ro'lers, 

50 kilo’s of potash are introduced into a 
stout cast-iron crucible previously brought 
toared heat. As soon as the potash is 
completely fused, from 50 to 60 kilos of 
the ground orgapic substance are intro- 
duced, or from 30 to 32,5 of animal char. 
coal, with the addition of 1 kilo of iron 
filings. 

Only small portions should be added at 
atime, under constant stirring. The ad- 
ditions should only be made when the 
whole mass is uniformly liquified through- 
out, Assoon as all the organic matter has 
been introduced, the mass is taken from 
the crucible and poured into smaller cast- 
iron vessels to allow it to ceol and solidify, 
the crucible being ready for another batch, 


The solidified mass is broken up inte 
small pieces and placed into water. After 
standing for a short time, the whole is 
heated to the boiling point and allowed to 
stand. After settling the clear liquor is 
drawn off and the same operation repeated 
often enough to withdraw the soluble 
portions of the mass completely. The 
weaker solutions may be used for lixiviat- 
ing other batches, while only the concen- 
truted solutions are worked np. They me 
called ‘*blood lyes.” The stronger lyes 
are evaporated down to 23°B , and allowed 
to cvol, A greenish yellow salt crystallizes 
out. Themother liquor furnishes a second 
crop of crystals. The crude salt must be 
purified by recrystallization, when it is ob- 
tained in the beautiful yellow crystals of 
commerce. The mother liquor finally re- 
maining contains carbonate of potassium, 
which may be used over again instead of 
common potash. 

Together with the crude salt other salts, 
especially sulphate of potassium, crystal- 
lized out, and with difficulty only can the 
latter salt be separated from the ferro- 
cyanide, so that the latter, even in its re- 
fined state, contains more or less of the 
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sulphate, to an amount varying between 
The loss incurred here- 
by by the color manufacturer is consider- 
able, because he has to pay for the sulphate 
as ferrocyanide, while it is useless for his

purpose. In order to determine this con- 


tamination 50 grains of ferrocyanide are 


dissolved in pure water. To the solution 


acetate of barium is added in small quan- 


tities as long as a precipitate of barium 
sulphate is produced. The whole is then 
poured upun a tared filter, on which the 
well dried precipitate is collected, well 
washed and dried. From its weight the 
quantity of potassium sulphate may be 
calculated, 1,162 p. of dried barium sul. 
phate corresponding to 872 p. of potassium. 
sulphate, In manufacturing Paris blue, 
sometimes 74, sometimes as much as 79 
parts of color are obtained from 100 parts 
of ferrocyanide, and this difference is 
caused solely by the presence of potassium 
sulphate. 

The appearance of the terrocyanide is 
well known. Its solution may be effected 
in iron or copper kettles, without injury to 
either, Its chemical composition is: 

2KCy,FeCy-+3HO, or K,FeCy,-+-3HO, 
according to which 100 parts of the salt con. 
tain :

Its application in the manufacture of 
colors is due to the circumstance that it 
forms white precipitates with the salts of 
ferrous oxide, which turn blue on ex- 
posure to air, and that it instantly forms 
dark blue precipitates with all salts of fer- 
ric oxyde. 

2. RED PRUSSIATE OF POTASH. FERRI- 
CYANIDE OF POTASSIUM. 

This is manufactured from the article 
just described ; its application in the arts 
is not quite as old and still less extensive, 
It is, however, manufactured in all works 
making ferrocyanide in large quantitier, 
and even in color works on a smaller scale, 

The conversion of the yellow prussiate 
into red is effected by removing a portion 
of the potassium contained in it. This 
may de done in different ways, but treat- 
ment with chlorine gas seems to be the 
simplest method. The yellow prussiate is 
treated with chlorine either in the dry 
state or in watery solution, the decompc- 
sition taking place according to the fol- 
lowing equation. 
2(2KCy,FeCy+3HO)-+Cl — (3KCyFe,Cy;) 
+KCl1+-6HO. 

As will be seen, 14 of the whole amount 
of potassium is separated as potassium 
chloride, all the water being separated at 
the sametime. Usually the solution of 
the red prussiate is used, without crystal- 
izing out the salt; in this case washed 
chlorine gas is passed through the solution 
of the yellow prussiate, until the reaction 
has been completed. if it is desired 
to obtain the red prussiate in solid form, 
the yellow prussiate is powdered and ex- 
posed in thin layers to the vapors of 
chlorine, until the latter ceases to be ab- 
sorbed. 

In order to determine whether the con- 
version has been completed, toa portion of 
the solution of yellow of prussiate,after hav- 
ing been treated with chlorine, are added 
a few drops of a solution of ferric sulphate, 
which must be free from ferrous oxide. 
As long as a blue precipitate is produced, 
unchanged yellow prussiate is yet present, 
aud the introduction of chlorine must be 
continued. If, however, a yellowish green 
turbidity is produced, the conversion may 
be considered complete. 

In a similar manner the end of the oper- 
ation may be determined when working 
according to the dry process. 

The dry product is dissolved in as small 
a quantity of warm water as possible, 
whereupon the red prussiate is obtained in 
large crystals. The mother liquor fur- 
nishes a second crop and contains then 
only chloride of potassium, besides small 
quantities of impurities, and an in- 
considerable percentage of red prussiate, 
which can only be recovered by the addi- 
tion of ferrous sulphate, which produces 
a blue precipitate fit to be used as a pig- 
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main behind. By multiplying the weight 
of the residue on the filter by 20 the percent- 
age of pure iron oxide in the copperas is 
obtained. This method is correct enough 
for all practical purposes. It is rarely ne- 
eessary to have recourse to an exact quan- 
titative analysis of all the substances con- 
tained in commercial ferrous sulphate. 
The chemical composition of the latter is 
well known. It ought to be soluble in 1,6 


parts of cold and 0,3 parts of boiling Water 
In dissolving it over free fire the Solution 
must be well stirred as otherwise g crnstis 
formed on the bottomfof{the vessel whic, is 
difficult to dissolve, The color of the req 
oxide of iron obtained from ferroug gy, 
phate gains in intensity according to the 
temperature applied during decompo, 
sition. 


ment. The potassium chloride remaining 
may be used to advantage in the manufac- 
ture of alum. 

Red prussiate of potash is less soluble in 
water than the yellow prussiate and forms 
a darker solution. With the salts of fer- 
rious oxide it forms instantly a blue pre- 
cipitate, while salts of ferric oxide leave it 
unaffected. 

Its solution is best kept in wooden 
tanks or glass vessels, as metallic vessels 
are rapidly affected by it.

FERROUS SULPHATE. 

This is the cheapest salt of ferrous ox- 
ide, This article, as met with in com- 
merce, is of varying quality, which de- 
pends largely upon it, source and mode of 
manufacture The best quality is obtained 
by dissolving iron scraps in diluted sul- 
phuric acid, evaporating the solation and 
allowing to crystallize. Inferior qualities 
are obtained as by-products in other 
branches of chemical industry, but are not 
as well suited}for color making. as they gen- 
erally coutain magnesia, manganese, cop- 
per and zinc. In case such impnre articles 
are used, the proportion of pure ferrous 
sulphate contained in the same must be at 
least approximately determined. 5 grams 
of the article are for this purpose heated in 
a porcelain crucible until all the water of 
crystallization has been driven out. Then 
the tem, erature is raised to a dull red heat; 
sulphuric and sulphurous acids are evole 
ved, and red oxide ofiron remains together 
with the partially decomposed contamina- 
tions The residue is weighed and cal- 
culated for 100 grams of the copper, as 
pure ferrous sulphate furnishes 29 per 
cent, of pure iron oxide; if then more than 
that amount remains, the article is not 
pure. To separate the cuontaminations 
from the iron oxide the residue is thrown 
with water upon a filter, washed out well, 
dried and weighed again The result so 
obtained is approxinately correct, although 
a portion of insuluble impurities may re-

Mineral Oils. 

Paraffine oils have been in good request but to 
the fact that the market is rather overstocked 
must be attributed an unsettled condition of 
prices. While some of the larger producers, who 
have established standards of quality and brand, 
claim,to and doubtless do realize the outside fig- 
ures, there are others who offer oils on the mar- 
ket at considerably under these prices. Thus the 
range for 28 gravity oil is 1244@15c, some de.lers 
claiming to realize the outside figure. For 25 
gravity oil 17@2vc is the range, with considerable 
sales reported at 18@19c. Choice grades of 23 
and 24 gravity are not so plentiful and these are 
held more steady at 20@22c with some lots held 
even above these figures. For JO gravity oil 10 
@1 2c is quoted but the demand is not large. 

Black oils are now in fairly active request, and 
there isa firmer feeling in the trade for sum- 
mer. The colder test oils are not in request, and 
are uonsequently a trifle weaker, especially with 
those whore supply is larger than is desirable at 
this season of the year. We hear less of the offer 
of cheap oils, but there is a good supply at 640, 
and up to 7}4c is still quoted. Very little is 
now offe-ing at 6c, though there are supplies 
still obtainable at that figure. 

Cylinder stock has been in good staady demand 
the past week, and as a rule a fair price has 
readily been obtained, but there are still varia- 
tions in the price asked by the several dealers, 
the range for light filtered 00 degree fire test oil 
being from 23 to 28c, with the bulk of the busi 
ness doing at 25c. Stock slightly off in color or 
a little under in fire test are plenty onthe market 
and these vary widely according to their quality 
and general appearance, and may be secured all 
the way down to 12}¢c. Steam refined is not in 
seeempeet request but is quoted at 10@ 
16c. 

Neutral oils continue ia good request and now 
that the weather is more favorable the supply of 
strictly bloomless is larger and is coming forward 
in larger quantities. Prices on 34 gravity bloom- 
less are still firm at 35@37%4c with some extra 
fine lot held even above the outside figure. Not 
bloomless is in moderate request at about 8c. 
Bloomless 37 gravity is selling freely at 24@25c 
but not bloomless is a little unsettled and may 
be seoured at 14@170, although some lots realize

OIL MEAL. 


Linseed meal has been very quiet, the only 
transaction worth reporting beingasale of 30 
tons which was made at $31 and which price 
fairly represents the market value, although a 
large buyer could probably shade that figure a 
trifle.

for the entire week oil has continued at the 
dollar mark and has at times shown a strong 
disposition to get up into the tens, though the 
pighest point actually reachei has been $1 05%.

Kerosene vs. Gas. 


The growth of the use of kerosene since the 
new and elegant parlour lamps for its consump- 
tion have come into fashion is felt by the gas 
companies. In one of those candid and readable 
reports which the President of the Jamaica Plain 
Gas-Light Company always makes, Mr. Pratt at- 
tributes the falling off in the consumption of gas 
in that suburb, notwithstanding the reduction of 
the price, to kerosene. He has at other times 
favored reducing price in order to anticipate the 
competition of electric lighting. But now he 
concludes that it is kerosene and not electricity 
that the gas companies have to meet in rivalry. 
He says: 

“While on the one hand the electrio light isa 
luxury so expensive that few can afford to in- 
dulge in it, and cannot as at present developed, 
for this reason, gain any considerable foothold 
as an illuminator for the people, on the other 
hand kerosene is so cheap an illuminator that no 
price at which gas can be furnished, can pre- 
vent or discourage its use. 

“At least five hundred of our customers have 
a kerosene lamp every night upon their centre- 
tables, ard yet an Argand burner, giving as 
good if not a better light than any duplex or 
student lamp, and saving the trouble and incon- 
venience attending the use of oil, can be burned 
at a cost of less than acent and a half an hour, 
perhaps three cents per night more than the 
cost of oil; and this single light if substituted 
ror oil, at so t.ifling a cost to the consumer, 
would add, on an average burning of three hours 
per night, 25 per cent. to our net receip's from 
private consumption, and materially aid usin 
reducing the price of gas.""—Boston Transcript.

Russian vs. American Petroleum. 


REPORT BY CONSUL-GENERAL HEAP. 

T have been informed by the Uuited States 
consular agent at Trebizonde of a dishonest 
practice of merchants dealing in Ruisian petro- 
leum in the interior of Asia Minor which will 
probably cause some prejudice to that imported 
from the United States. As it is, however, a 
virtual acknowledgment of the superiority of the 
American oil, the prejudice will probably cease 
assoon as the fraud is made publicly known. 
The consular agent states that thesé merchants 
collect the empty cans and cases which have con- 
tained American petroleum and whose marks are 
familiar to the trade and to consumers, fill them 
with the inferior Russian oil, and send them into 
the interior. 

Although the Russian ofl is cheaper than 
the American, !t cannot compete with it in the 
market on account of its poor quality, but by 
means of this fraudulent use of the well known 
marks of American firms they are not only able 
to sell theirs but to sell it at a better price, and 
it has the further effect of injuring the fair and 
well earned reputation of the American oil. 

I would respectfully suggest that it might be 
well to inform the rectifNers and exporters of pe- 
troleum in the United States of this practice, as 
hey may be able to de vise means to render the 
use of their cases and cans a second time for pe- 
troleum impos-ible without detection, 

Ihave made inquiry at the Russian consulate 
zeneral here to ascertain the quantity of petro- 
eum imported from Russia since the opening of 
this trade, but they could not or would not give 
any information on the subject, but I can state 
that the amount is inconsiderabie. It is brought 
in small vessels carrying from 250 to 600 cases, 
and does not find a ready sale here on account of 
its inferior quality. Two vessels with cargoes 
of over 7,000 c: ses each have passed down from 
the Black Sea bound to Mediterranean ports. 

The business of refining petroleum in the 
Bakow region of the Caspian Sva is still in its 
infancy, but the company which bas obtained 
the concession from the Russian Government bas 
a large capital and owns a numerous fleet of 
steamers and sailing vessels on the Caspian. It 
employs men of high scientific attainment and 
experience to impr ve the process of refining 
their oil, and in facilitating and economizing its 
transportation to the Black Sea ports. 

A railroad has been completed from Bakow to 
Tiflls, whence a road has been in operation to 
Poti, on the Black Sea, for several years. Poti 
and Batoum,a port ccded by Turkey to Russia 
by treaty in 1878, are also in railroad connection. 

With these advantages the Russian petroleum 
company has facilities for ‘supplying Turkey

The number of vessels which have arrived here 
from the United States loaded with petroleum 
during the same perlod is as follows: Austrian, 
20; English, 2 (one steamer); Greek, 1; Italian, 
49; Swedish-Norwegian, 4; total 76. 

No vessel under the American flag has arrived 
at Constantinople with petroleum since 1878. 
Two came inthat year. The average cargo of 
the sailing vessels was 15,098,72 cases and bar- 
rels. The English steamer landed 12,360 cases 
here and about 40,000 at different ports of 
Greece and Salonica, 

If Russian traders have recourse to illicit 
and fraudulent practices to find a sale for 
their goods it is an indication that they 
cannot as yet compete by fair means with 
the American. Should they, however, be 
able eventually to produce as good an article as 
the American, there is no doubt that their com. 
petition will be fatal to our trade here, as with 
the facilities they possess for economical trans- 
portation they will always be able to undersell 
us. 

Roumania Is also iu the market with her petro- 
leum, but its quality is inferior even to the Rus 
sian, and it is weighted with fiscal regulations 
which give their product small chance of success 
by the side of the American even in their home 
market. Their tin is imported from abroad, and 
pays a heavy duty, upon which no drawback is 
allowed when re-exported. 

It isto be hoped that our refineries will keep 
up and even improve the standard of their oil, 
for if they allow themselves to be distanced by 
the foreign refineries, this important and steadily 
increasing article of importation will lose the 
command of the Mediterranean markets it has 
so long and successfully maintained. 
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Results of the Analysis of Samples of 
Cinchona Bark G:own in Jamaica, 
BY DR. B. H. PAUL, 


It having been considered desirable that an- 
alyses should be made of the samples of Jamaica 
cinchona bark, presented tothe Museum of the 
Pharmaceutical Society by the Colonial Office, 
portions of these samples were placed in my 
hands for that purpose, and the following table 
gives the results arrived at. 

It will be seen that there !s some considerable 
difference between these results and those re- 
ferred to by Mr. D. Morris in his notes, as having 
been obtained by Mr. John Eliot Howard, and to 
some extent this is to be accounted for by the 
fact that the samples analyzed by Mr. Howard 
two years ago were specially selected samples 
of the richest part of the lower trunk, whilé 
those recently presented to the Museum are a 
fairer average representation ef the bark pro- 
duct for sale in Jamaica. This is especially the 
case as regards the sample of “officinalis,” as I 
have had opportunity of ascertaining by a com- 
parison of my results with those obtained by 
the analyses of a parcel lately sent over from 
Jamaica. 
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The data in the foregoing table are also inter- 
esting in some other respects: thus, for instance, 
the large proportion of quinidine in the root bark 
of the “callsaya’’ sample is quite exceptional, 
and taken together with the small amount of 
quinine may perhaps be evidencs of unhealthy 
growth or of the influence of unfavorable con- 
ditions of soil or climate. This sma)! amount of 
quinine may, however, be due to the circum. 
stance,referred to by Mr. John Eliot Howard that 
the plants sent to Jamaica as “‘calisaya” were 
really plants of (C. Micrantha, var.

* For Microscopy.—Glycerine is indispensable 
for making microsc >pic preparations, owing to 
its property of making tissues transparent and 
protecting the finished preparation from drying 
out. It is worthy of consideration whether gly- 
cerine can be used in finishing flax and bemp 
yarn. 

Barreswill recommends a mixture of pulvel- 
ized clay and glycerine for mcdelling clay, as \t 
stays plas fe fur an Indefinite time whether ht 
or cold. 

Modeling Wax.—In 1880 Iwan Wasil'ewitech 
Plantanoff, of Moscow, patented a preparation 
for making ornaments, busts,etc. The glycerine 
was mixed with glue or gelatine,and steam pass d 
in until dissolyed, and then wax or resin was pit 
in and melted, and some mineral color adéed. 

Printers’ Rollers.—De la Rue was the firstto 
propose making printers’s rollers from glue and 
glycerine instead of glue and molasses. He re- 
commended for this purpose to dissolve glues 
glycerine, at the temperature of boiling water, 
and then proceed as usual. This preparation \s 
adapted to use for flexible and elastic molds.

In Plasters and Pills.—In making plasters in 
tablets, the apothecary casts them in paper cap- 
sules, but In some cases the paper adhered very 
firmly when cold. To prevent this the capsules 
are now rubbed with glycerine first. If pulver- 
ized gum tragacanth Is triturated with 3 parts of 
slycerine and the mixture allowed to stand a few 
hours, a tenacious adiesive mass is obtained that 
makes a good excipient for pills. 


As a Cement.—By rubbing up glycerine and 
litharge together Hirzel obtained a cement that 
hardened soon and was well adapted for vessels 
that hold benzole, etherial oils, etc. Pollack 
recommended the same as a durable cement for 
iron and stone. He says that it hardens rapidly, 
and hence must be used quickly. According to 
his statements it can be used to fasten iron on 
fron, tocement stones together, and to attach 
fron and stone together. This cement is not at- 
tacked by strong acids. Finally, the more water 
the litharge absorbs, the more durable the ce. 
ment; dry litharge does not hold well. CC. Rost 
further states that the cement resists both con- 
centrated and diluted acids, also alkalies, ether, 
alcohol, benzole, carbon disulphide, etc. He also 
says this mixture can be used in preparing a 
foundation for steam engines and ether ma- 
chines. When considering what are the constit- 
uents of glycerine cement, we are struck by its 
action toward acids as stated in these commu- 
nications, 

Soluble Starch.—The action of starch toward 
riycerine is peculiar. If six parts of pulverized 
starch are triturated with 100 parts of concen- 
trated glycerine, and the mixture heated with 
constant stirring, the starch granules first 
swell up, according to K. Zulkowsky, and at 
about 130 deg. C.. it forms a tenacious trans- 
parent paste which becomes a thin fluid at 170 
deg. C. Ifheated to 190 deg C., potato starch 
basses very quickly into a soluble modification, 
bat wheat starch requires an hour.

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Perfumes.—Glycerine bas a great power: CD ceed Aide Ud Le endl aid 
abiorbing odor:, anda: it dees not itself gct 
rincid when pure, can be used to carry per- 
fames. Let us imagine that the odoriferous 
portions of plants, such as blossoms and leaves, 
are shut up in a long tin box witbout being 
crushed, and the interstices filled with glycerine, 
and finally, when all the air has been expelled 
by frequently filling up with glycerine, the box 
is soldered up and left for a year in a cellar; 
now if we open it and press out the glycerine we 
shall have @ slightly colored liquid, which is the 
bearer of the most delicate perfumes, This 
would be of great importance to perfumers 
where the odors will not stand distilling. We 
have odors of lutoxicating power like those of 
the jasueine and of linden flowers, but thsy ean- 
not be distilled. When jasmine flowers are dis- 
tilled in steam, we get. « distillate with an un- 
pleasant smell that bas not the slightest re- 
semblance to that of the jasmine. In such cases 
it has been customary to use pure olive eil, but 
this is Hable to get sour; hence glycerine ‘s far 
better in such cases. Musk, which is not so 
easily taken up by oil, imparts its odor to gly- 


cerine perfectly. 
Nitroglycerine and gun cotton.—The largest 
consumption of glycerine isin the manufacture 
of nitroglycerine, that most important of all ex- 
plosives. While all other technical branches 
have been undergoing improvements, the art of 
making explosives has maintained until very re- 
cently a remarkable stability. The powder used 
in the late Franco-German war, and the explo- 
sives used in boring through Mont Cenis, had al- 
most the samo composition as those that found 
thelr first extensive use in the great warsof the 
fifteenth century, and the powder with which 
Martin Weigold made his first attempts at mining 
in Saxony in 1613. But that which had been for 
centuries at a standstill seems within a few years 
to have been aroused by the rapid advance made 
in civil and military arts. It is scarcely fifteen 
years since black powder was almost exclusively 
employed for blasting, while to-day a great por- 
tion of this domain has been wrested from it,and 
the indications are that at no distant day it will 
be supplanied by some other substitute as a prof 
Jectile force, if all the innumeraple attempts to 
find other mechanical mixtures of substances 
that by their combination shall form explosives 
are to be looked upon as unsuccessful yet. 


Itisaninteresting fact that simultaneously 
with the publication of Schonbein’s discovery, 
&@ young Italian named Sobrero, working in 
the laboratory of Pelouze, at Paris, discovered 
an explosive which after standing a similar fight 
to gun cotton,is to-day the basis of the most pow, 
erful explosive and one that finds extensive use. 
Nitroglycerine, for that is what Sobrero named 
his explosive,.soon after its discovery exhibited 
its enormous power in many accidental explo- 
sions, The substance met with ino practical use, 
becanse it wasexceedingly difficult to find any 
simple method of exploding it with certainty. 
Alfred Noble, one of the most prominent chem- 
ists of the present day, wasthe first who sio- 
ceeded in discovering a simple method of ex- 
ploding any quantity of nitroglycerine. With 
this discovery of Noble, which was at once the 
starting point and culmination of the whole de- 
velopment of the modern explosive art, the path 
was broken fora rapidly increasing use of nitro- 
glycerine, but it was suddenly brought toa 
standstill by the large number of fearful accl- 
dents caused by its explosion while in transport. 
Most States enacted laws against its manufac- 
ture and transportation. It would have soon 
been forgetten if Alfrzd Nobel (1867) had not 
discovered a method of utilizing its enormous 
explosive force and removed its dangerous char- 
acter. By absorbing the nitroglycerine with 
some pulverulent substance, he converted the 
quid explosiveinto a solid form that was easy 
to transportand use. The explosive thus pre- 
pared, ¢. é., a porous pulverulent substance satu- 
rated with nitroglycerine, was called dynamite 
by Nobel. In the short space of one year its use 
spread so that a large number of factories, some 
of them @qual In production tothe largest gov- 
ernment powder mills, were scarcely able to 
supply the demand for dynamite. The follewing 
figures, which only represent the factories under 
control of the disvoverer, give the best idea of 
the rapid increase iu its consumption. The num- 
ber of cwts. made in these establishments was 
as follows:

In the year 1876 the total consumption of dyn- | 
amite had already exceeded 5,000 tons, a quan- 
tity corresponding in power to about a quarter 
of a million owt. (50,000 tons) of black gun pow- 
der. The relation of these numbers will be better 
understood when we say that the tetal annual 
production of powder in the four large military 
countries of Europe is only about haif a million 
owt. The new explosives, gun cotton and nitrog- 
lycerine compounds,are used very extensively in 
mining, in building streets, railroads and harbors 
demolishing wrecks, destroying forests, and 
breaking up unwieldy masses of iron, Dynamite 
ig pow considered an indispensable material of 
war in equipping the armies of nearly all large 

Gun cotton, too, has at- 
talned the first rank for marine torpedoes, 
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Pischof’s extensive “experiments have shown 
that it takes three times as much pewder as it 
does nitroglycerine to move the same weight of 
rock, and as the cost of boring is also saved, the 
total savingamounts to 45 or 45 per cent. More 
recent experiments in Germany and America not 
only show anequal saving, namely 40 per cent. 
in Saarbruck, 38% per cent. at the Mireka mine, 
and 30 per cent. [at Drittweiler, but official ex- 
periments, as at the Siegen iron mine, have 
shown thatthe effect of dydamite was six or 
seven times that of powder.

Gerriany holds a peculiar position with res- 
pect to glycerine. Withthe exception ofa few 
small factories in Alsace, which will soon be 
compe led to stop, none of any consequence 1 
made iu Germany. The reason is that we 
scarcely produee enough raw fats from which it 
is made, for other uses, and there is high import 
duty onthem. In contrast with this France is 
estimated to produce four and a half million 
kilos., and Russia about 40,000 pud of erude gly- 
cerine. 

Adulteration.—Owing to the high price that it 
now commands, a sugar solution is often added, 
as it cannot be detested by taste or looks. For 
this purpose either a solution of uncrystallizable 
cane sugar (sugar house sirup) or a glucose sirup 
is employed. Th's adulteration can be detected, 
according to Pohl, by means of polarized light 
Pare glycerine is optically inactive, while sugar 
solutions turn the plane of polarization either to 
the right or left according to the origin of the 
sugar. Hence it !s only necessary to fill the tube 
of the polarizing saccharomet r with the glycer- 
ine to be tested, and notice whether it causes any 
change in the ray of light. 

Testing Glycerine.—Dextrine and sugar can he 
detected in glycerine, says Hager, by molybdate 
of ammonia and nitric acid; the slightest trace 
of sugar gives on boiling an intensely blue color; 
with dextrine the test isnot so delicate as it 
only gives a greenish color. 


C. Palm proposed to estimate the qaantity of 
cane or grape sugar in glycerine by shaking ‘g 
with chloroform, in which both kinds of {sugar 
are insoluble, while the glycerine dissolves with 
the greatest ease. The proposition was, however, 
found to rest on error, es was subsequently 
shown. Glycerine is no more soluble in chloro- 
form than the sugars. Nevertheless it is pos- 
ssible to separate the glycerine and sugar per- 
fectly by means of chloroform, as it causes the 
sugar to separate in solid form, while the glycer- 
ine floats on the surface of the chloroform and 
can be washed off by the aid ofthe latter. The 
sugar can then be weighed. 

Tests for Glycerine.—The action of glycerine 
upon the shin, on sores. and on wounds should 
be mild and gentle; but for some time past som- 

plaints kave been accumulating against it, that 
whe: repeatedly rubbed on the skin it causes 
pustules, that it causes violent burning when ap- 
plied to wounds, and ‘may cause inflammation, 
even when the glycerine contains a good deal of 
water, or has been diluted bofore using. There 
is no reagent for distinguishing this Irritating 
glycerine from the milder glycerine, nor could 
any cause for this difference in effeot be dis- 
covered. Finally Hagar succeeded in obtaining 
agoodtert, If equal volumes of rectified sul- 
phuric acid, spec grav. 1°83, and pure commer 
cial glycerine were putin a test tube, a rise of 
temperature would be noticed; a slight brown 
color would sometimes, but not frequently, be 
observed. The mixture isclear, andthe most 
that <an bs seen are a few air bubbles caused by 
shaking. Any giycerine that acts in this way is 
mild, and suitable for use in medicine. er as a 
cosmetic. The frritating and useless glycerine 
shows a different reaction, for as soon as it is 
shaken with sulphuric acid there is an evolution 


of gas like the generation of carbonic 
acid in a clear solution, After the gas 
has all ‘escaped and the liquid all got 
quiet, a fresh evolution of gas takes 


place whenever itis shaken. This can be re- 
peated eeveral times in a like manner. One kind 
of glycerine examined by Hagar kept up a 
stronger evolution of gas than the others, From 
100 gaammes of glycerine he collected about 6 o. 
9. of gas, and on closer examination found it to 
consist of carbonic oxide and carbonic 
acid. After absorbing the latter with 
caustic potash, more than half the vol- 
ume remained, so that he assumed 
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that there was not only an oxalate, but also 
formate must have been present in this irritat- 
ing glycerine. The oxalic acid was detected by 
boiling not toosmalla sample of the glycerine 
with a solution of chloride of calcium and am- 
nonia, when it got turbid and deposited some 
The formic acid was detected 
by mixing the glycerine with a solution of ‘silver 
and letting it stand for along time in the cold, 
when it reduced the silver as a black powder. 
Strong traces of ammonia as well as oxalic acid 
were found Ja some kinds of Irritating glycerine, 

All the irvitating samples examined by Hager 
were found upon inquiry to have been purified 
chemically, and put on the market as chemically 
pure. Those of milder properties had all been 
ourified by distillation. All the glycerine teste 
of both kinds was neutral to test paper. 

This shows the necessity for using only dis- 
tilled glycerine for medicinal purposes and asa 
cosmetic. 

The celebrated firm of F. A. Sarg’s Son & Co., 
in Vienna, has justly said: “Every wise that 
contains an excess of tartaric acid can be sweet= 
eved by the addition of 31-3 or 4% parts of 
glycerine to 1,000 of wine. The glycerine murt 
be previously mixed with a small quantity of 
wine and this added tothe rest. Since glycerine 
itself is incapable of fermentation, thére is no 
danger of changing or spoiling the wine by this 
addition; on the contrary. the wines keep better 
and soon get ripe for bottling, asthe glycerine 
precipitates the less soluble contents and those 
which are not precipitated remain permanently 
dissolved, so that itis almost impossible for the 
wine to get turbid afterit is bottled. Thick and 
stringy wines, when glycerine mixed with equal 
parts of alcoho! or brandy is added to them, be- 
come as thin and limpid as at first, because it 
precipitates the excess of proteines to which 
this property is due. Glycerine is always formed 
by the alcoholic fermentation of sugar, and is 
therefore a natural constituent of wine, so that 
the addition of glycerine is not only permissible 
but rational.”” What is true of wine also holds 
good of beers. 

Very recently C. Barbsche has descrited a ree 
agent for glycerivein the D. A. Apotheker Zeitung, 
saying that up tothe present tima it has been 
quite difficult to detect glycerine in beer with 
certainty, and that in the presence of sugars and 
other organic substances the operation was not 
only difficult but very tedious. Two drops of 
carbolic acid, even when @iluted four or five 
thousand times, will give a distinctly blue color 
with one drop of ferric chlorio solution, but on i 
the addition of 6 or 8 drops of glycerine it disap- 
pears again. Ifthe glycerine is already present 
in the solution no blue color appearsatall. This 
method leaves nothing to be desired either in 
simplicity, delicacy, or reliability. Alkaline 
liquids must be slightly acidified before using 
this test. 

It will now be clear why no glycerine except 
that purified by distillation sl.ould be employe 
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ed for improving and preserving wine and beer, *j 
and it sbould be obtained from manufacturers : 
having an established reputation—good advice ‘

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There have been but few changes of importance ;

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The Strontia Beds of Sicily. 


The introduction of strontia into the sugar in- 
dustry in recent times has brought this compara- 
tively rare mineral into considerable importanee, 
especially where beets are used for making 
sugar. Most of the mineral comes from S‘cily, 
and the following description by one who has 
been there. and taken from the Chemiker Zeitung, 
will be read with interest. 

At present all the celestine that is exported 
comes from Favara, near Girgenti. There the 
strontium sulphate is found on a high plateau of 
considerable extent in the strata of the lower 
miocene, which, in Sicily, usually carry sulphur, 
They consist of limestone, calcareous marl and 
gypsum, through which is scattered the sulphur, 
mostly ina finely divided state, more rarely in 
pieces as large as peas or nuts. At Favara the 
sulphur is » most entirely missing, and the lime- 
stone is partially replaced by strontium sulphate. 
The stratification of the rocks is almost horizon- 
tal there, and the top of strata are much weuth- 
ered and decomposed. The lighter minerals are 
washed away by the water, while the celestine, 
being heavier and less acted upon, is left in 
blocks on the surface. The latter differs but 
little in appearance from the accompanying 
limestone, but can be easily distinguished even 
by the inexperienced from its greater specific 
gravity (3.9), which has gained for it the name of 
cu chitummo (come plombo, like lead) in the dialect 
of the people. 

At present only the mineral that lies exposed 
is cuilested, no mining operations being under- 
taken to obtain it. The inhabitants brirg it to 
several stations on the Palermo and Girgentt 
Railroad, where it is bought up by dealers at 
about $7 per ton. At Porto Erupedocle it is 
again sorted, and any adhering gangue removed, 
and then it is shipped to Hamburg or other for- 
eign ports, 

The export in 1880 was only 1,000 tons, and in 
1881 about 4,000 tons. A factory is being built 
at Rosslau, in Alsace, for converting the Sicilian 
mineral into caustic strontia and its carbonate. 
No stronianite—that is strontium carbonate—is 
found in Sicily.

Process for the Recognition of Hy- 
drocyanic and other Acids, 
BY A. LONGI. 


Ths substance under consideration {s dissolved 
in water and the solution acidulated with acetic 
acid. If insoluble in water it is heated to [a boil 
with sodium carbonate, and the filtrate is aciid- 
fied with aceticacid. After any hydrogen sul 
phide present is expelled, silver nitrate is added 
n silght excess, and a little nitric acid.. The pre- 
clipitate may contain silver cyanide, chloride, pre. 
mide, iodide, bromade, iodate, ferrocyani.'!e and 
ferricyanide. In the solution may be present 
silver chlorate, bromate (in part) and mercuric 
cyanide. The liquid A is separated from the 
precipitate B and examined sepurately. 

A. In the liquid hydrogen is liberated by 
means of zinc and a Jittle sulphuric acid. Silver 
chlorate and bromate are reduced to the corres- 
ponding chloride or bromide,and both these, 
along with mercuric cyanide, to metallic silver 
and mercury, hydrogen, cyanide, chloride, and 
bromide being formed. When the reaction is at 
an end the mixture is filtered and the filtrate is 
divided into three parts. 

The first part is tested for cyanogen with a fer. 
ric ferrous salt. 

To the second part is added silver nitrate, 
which separates hydrocyanic, hydrochloric, and 
hydrobromic acids. The precipitate is washed 
and digested in ammonia of sp. gr. 0°998. If the 
liquid filtered from the precipitate gives with 
nitric acid a white*precipitate, insoluble in con 
centrated boiling nitric acid, chloric acid was, 
present. 

The third portion was tested for bromine with 
carbon disulphide. The presence of bromine 
shows that the original substance contained bro- 
mic acid. 

B. The precipitate is carefully washed, and 
then digested in ammonia of sp. gr. 0°998, The 
cyanide, chloride, bromate, iodate and ferricy- 
anide dissolved, but not the bromide, iodide, and 
ferrocyanide. 

The residue is washed and treated with a solu- 
tion of hydrogen sulphide to which a little hy- 
droch‘oric acid has been added. Itis heated go 
expel excess of hydrogen sulphide, and filtered 

The titrate is tested for hydrogen ferrocyanide 
with a ferric-ferrous salt. Any ferrocyanide 
formed is filtered off, and the filtrate is tested for 
bromine and iodine with crrbon disulphide, 

The ammonical solution, which may contain 
cyanide, chloride, bromate, fodate and ferricy- 
anide, is treated with sulphurous anhydride. Cy- 
anide and chloride are separated out, bromate 
lodate, and ferricyanide are reduced to bromide, 
fodide and ferrocyanide, and thrown down as 
such. The precipitate is washed by decantation 
and digested in ammonia. The cyanide and 
chlorideiare re dissolved, but not the bromide, 
odide and ferrocyanide. The mixture is fitered. 
The solid matter is tested for bromine, iodine, 
and hydrogen ferrocyanide as above directed. 
Their presence shows that the original substance 
contained bromic and iodic acids and hydrogen 
ferrocyanide.

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{he Chemistry Ultramarine. 


The enormous quantities of ultramarine which 
gre at present manufactured for various purpos- 
gsand the importance of the article for textile 
gnd other industries may make it interesting for 
ourreaders to have the principal operations 
which it has to go through duriog the manufac- 
ture, shortly described. The history of artificial 
ultramarine dates only fifty years back,and since 
that time the demand has increased in sucha 
manver that the annual consumption {s now esti- 
mated at twenty-five million pounds. Germany 

uces the largest amount and it can be suid 
thatabout 85 percent of all the ultramarine 
which is at present used is manufactured in that 
country. America hasin Jater years very suc- 
cessfully commenced the production of this col- 
or, and thanks to the careful management and 
especially tothe judicious manner of selecting 
the best talent, scientific ae well as practical,gives 
us the sat 'sfaction that our home products stand 
nearly as high in the market asthe best impor- 
tations from Europe. 

The manufacture of this beautiful color origi- 
nated In the scarceness of natural ultramarine 
lapis lazuli which on account of its bright blue 
color was much in demand, but the high price 
together with the scarcity, stimulated the minds 
of chemists and manufacturers to find out a sub- 
stitute for it. After considerable experimenting 
the desired result was obtained, but extensive 
and complicated apparatus and _ processes hin- 
dered also the general production. The gradual 
improvements which have successfully been 
made up to the present time have considerably 
facilitated the manufacture, so that we now can 
afford to use this colorin a very extensive man- 
per. 

The raw materials which are used for the pro- 
ductions are clay, or silicate of soda, which 
should be as free as possible from iron, sulphate 
of soda, soda ash, sulphur, sulpburet of sodjum 
and pulverized charcoal. 


The manufacture of ultramarine consists of 
two processes—the preparation of green ultra- 
marine and from this the blue article. 


The crude articles may be mixed in the dry 
state orinsolution As the thorough mixing is 
very important in order to obtain a good article, 
itis preferable to mix the sulphate, sulphuret 
and carbonate of soda together in concentrated 
solations, and atterwards add the clay and char- 
coaltoit. Tho pasty mixture is evaporated to 
dryness, powdered and gradually heated in a 
furnace especially constructed for the purpose. 
The manufacturers have ge erally a large quan- 
tity of this mixture prepared, and on account of 
its white color it is occasionally called white 
ultramarine. 


The white product is for the next process 
packed in crucibles and put in a furnace where 
it is strongly heated from eight to ten hours, al- 
lowing a limited current of air. Towards the 
end of the operation the product must be raised 
toawhite heat. After the required time the 
crucibles are taken out (care being taken that 
they have been cooled in the furnace) and ex- 
tracted with water until all the soluble matter 
has been removed. The extracted mass repre- 
tents the green ultramarine; it is pulverized, 
again washed with water, dried, powdered and 
packed, In this form it is already sent into the 
market. An analysis made by Stoetzel of green 
ultramarine showed the following proportions 
of the various parts:

Green ultramarine, although occasionally used 
as pigment color, shows very little brightness 
and cannot be recommended, as other pigments 
of same cost will produce more brilliant colors. 


The conversion of this green into blue ultra- 
marine is again a separate process. The powder 
ismixed with sulphur and slowly heated with 
the assistance of a good current of air. By this 
process the green turns gradually into a blue 
color, and sulphur has to be added at intervals 
until the desired shade of blue is obtained. The 
quantity of su phur to be added varies according 
w the shade required from 3 to 5 pounds to the 
hundred of green ultramarine. The product is 
finally pulverized. extracted with water, dried 
and packed. 

A new product which has been lately mauufac- 
tired in Germany is the violet ultramarine 
Which is prepared from the finished blue article 
by means of chemicals the nature of which has 
been kept. secret by the inventors. It is not as 
bright as the blue ultramarine, but promises to 
he of considerable importance Inthe immediate 
future. In this process sodium is substituted by 
Some other substance. Its component parts are 
Very near to those whith are contained in the 
blue ultramarine. 


Other interesting inventions are those of the 
ted and yellow ultramarine; the red product is 
Said to be produced if the second process in the 
Manufacture of blue ultramarine is interrupted. 
Tvasimilar manner the yellow article is obtain- 
#1, about which, however, no definite facts have 
#* yet been published, 


A Use for Sludge Acid. 


Sludge acid, which has so long offended the 
nostrils of people living in the vicinity of petro- 
leum refineries, and been a nuisance that has 
elicited prohibitory legislation by Boards of 
Health, gives promise to soon become a valuable 
vroduct. At present itis often given away. If 
sold to ‘manufacturers of fertilizers it brings 
about a cent a gallon. Much of it is carried to 
sea and dumped in deep water. When dumped 
in shallow water it sinks to the bottom. Taking 
all these points into considideration, Mr. R. 
McManus of Brooklyn has made some experi- 
ments, witha view to the utilization of sludge 
acid, and claims to have discovered a cheapand 
simple process by which it may be decomposed 
into valuable elements. 


Sludge acid is simply the sulphuric acid used 
to purify petroleum, and which has teen satura- 
ted with the tar extracted from the petroleum. 
Mr. McManus says that he can separate the acid 
from the tar. At present they are so intermixed 
that the tar will not burn and the acid will nut 
corrode, one neutralizes the other. Mr. McManus 
claims that he can separate them so that the tar 
may be burned as fuel and the acid again used 
in the process of purifying. The only question 
yet to be solved is whether the process is cheap 
enough to make the product remunerative. 

Mr. McMauus has also succeeded in making a 
g0od color out of the sludge acid; this alone 
vould prove a profitable product. Experiments 
are yet in psogress. Should they succeed they 
will supply another illustration of the marvel 
lous fertility of modern inventors in the utiliza- 
tion of waste products.

Business in a large way has been yery quiet 


notwithstanding that prices on most goods are 
as low as can be looked for, forsome time at 
least. Ina jobbing way trade has been fair,, 
probably fully up to the average for this season, 
and if trade continues in this way the sup- 
plies in hands of distributors will soon become 
so reduced that they wiil be compelled to enter 
the market for fresh stocks and an improved 
movement of large lots will follow. There have 
been very few changes in values and so far as we 
can learn no important changes are pending, 


In Indigo there has been no movement of cop- 
sequence and prices remain aboutas before re- 
poried,although holders have shown a disposition 
to vary their prices a trifle, in order to induce 
sales in consequence of the lack of demand. 
We hear of sales of about 50 cases of Bengals in 
small lots. What little demand there is is for the 
medium grades. There have been no sales of 
Guatemalas, large or small. Manila is selling in 
a jobbing way within the range of 55@70c, and 


Madras at 47}44@70c. 

Cutch has been very quiet, only small sales be 
ing reported at 7c from store. The only sales 
for forward delivery aggregate about 500 bales 
at 654@63{c, and more may be had at the rame 
figures; but the market is quite firm and holders 
are not disposed to give way in order to effect 
sales as the position of the article is considered 
quite favorable to their interest. Slab is very 
quiet and may be quoted at 6cin a large way, 
but no sales are reported,and from store small 
sales are being made at an advance on this fig- 
ure.

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ported from China, where a native cipnabar is 
found so pure as only to require grinding to 
make fit for for use. Chinese vermilion is of a less 
scarlet hue than other kinds and is much es- 
teemed among artists in consequence, though 
there is no demand for it with the ink maker. 
Both the natural and artificial kinds possess 


gimilar properties and may be used with perfect |, 


safety aslong as they are not adulterated. Ver- 
milion is necessarily an expensive color and va- 
ries in cost with the alternations of the price of 
the metal from which it is manufactured. It is 
useless, therefore, to expect to purchase this 
color atextra low quotations, for in practice it 
isfound that about 90 percent of mercury is 
required to manufacture any given weight of 
yermilion. Its price is also practically enhanced 
by its extreme density, for so heavy a color ob- 
yiously cannot go so farasa lighter one; it is, 
therefore, in fact, more costly than some 
lighter colors that fetch far more per pound. 
From these considerations it is easily understood 
how great is the temptation to adulterate these 
pigments, and, consequently, it has obtained, 
among some persons, an undeservedly bad char- 
acter for permanency, both in strong light and 
jmpure air. Some samples of so called vermil- 
lions are found to fade in strong light. These 
will be generally found to have been strengthen- 
ed in color, by the addition of some of the more 
brilliant and fugitive scarlet lakes, which, fading 
out, leave only the vermilion (or perhaps red 
Jead) behind. The color is not {merely p.led but 
degraded also, for the lakes in fading leave 
bebind a dirty residuum. On the other hand, the 
sample may be discovered to have become dirty 
and dark when exposed to impure air, indicating 
its contamination with some foreign substance. 

The lithographic printer has always the means 
at hand for testing the quality of his vermilion, 
for the application of nitric or murlatic acid will 
not change its color, while some of the imita- 
tions will be chaged to a bright yellow by nitric 
acid. If placed upon a strip of iron, in a bright 
coal fre, a small guantity of vermilion is quickly 
and entirely dissipated, both of its elements 
being valatilized by heat. The acid test isthe 
moet easy to apply when it has been ground 
into ink, and, by rubbing it on paper with the 
finger, impure vermilion rubs out yellow. Ver 
milion makes a valuable printing ink, but is 
apt to deceive the inexperienced printer, 
especially at machine. It is common 
for the workmen to estimate the strength 
of his ink by the manner in which it drops off the 
knife, and carrying out the same practice in re- 
gard to vermilion, he is surprised that he cannot 
work with facility in consequence of his ink 
sticking to his slab and refusing to distribute and 
to yield presentable impressions. A mement’s 
consideration will show, however, that so heavy 
apigment will fall easily fromthe knife even 
when considerably in excess of the proper 
amount of varnish. The addition of varnish wil! 
soou prove that what seemed to beavery thin 
ink had really been over charged with color, and 
that further thinning it had brought It into acon- 
dition which not only improved it, so far as to 
keep its proper place upon the slab and roller,but 
also permitted of impressions being taken crrry- 
inga larger amount of color. ‘This defect is,how- 
ever, sometimes due to the adulteration with red 
lead, which, being a very powerful dryer, soon 
brings the varnish into a pasty state, quite incon- 
sistent with comfortable working. 


Geranium red—Pure scarlet—Iodine scarlet.— 
This fascinating color, which exceeds vermilion 
in purity and brilliancy, is a mercuric lodide, or 
fodide of mercury. It is similar to vermilion in 
its body and opacity as well as in color,but there 
the comparison ends, for it has scarcely another 
good quality. Strong light deadens its brilliancy 
and impure air destroys its color and frequently 
reduces it to a metallic state that resembles black 
lead. Itcannot be trusted in contact with an 
ordinary palette knife nur in mixture; should 
occasion, therefore, make its emplopment im- 
perative, it must be used by itself and with great 
care. 


Indian red and Turkey red* are ores of iron 
called red hematite. Chemically, it is a peroxide 
of iron or ferric oxide. It is also known by other 
names, such as sesquioxide of iron, colcothar, 
crocus, carbonate of iron, rouge, trip, browu red 
English red. It may be prepared artificially by 
Causing iron to rust in the air, or by the calcina- 
tion of ferrous sulphate—common green copper- 
4%. The natural product is hard and gritty and 
requires well grinding, washing and drying te 
make it fitfor ink grinding. It is of a dark red 
color, somewhat purplish in hue, and, by many, 
Would be considered a@ brown, It is scarcely fit 
for printing very fine work, though for solid 
back-grounds and similar jobs it is very useful, 
&8 It possesses considerable opacity, being in 
this respect something like vermillon. Itisa very 
permanent color, and is much esteemed by the 
artist in making certain flesh-tints with white 
lead are as permanent as a lead tint can be. Both

*This pigment has also been called Persian 
red, though the name is generally now restricted 
toa red colored chromate of lead. 


Indian red and vermilion, in conjunction with 
blues of the cobalt class, make tints with flake 
white which would pass among many for lake- 
produced tints. Itshould be kept in a very dry 
place, as itis apt to absorb moisture. Should it 
be damp, it may be baked previous to making it 
into ink. 

Light red isa reiocher produced by burning 
the yellow and brown ochers, the brightest being 
obtained by calcining the purest yellow. It isan 
admirable color for flesh-tints with flake-white 
for lighter complexions than those formed with 
Indian red. The color is permanent, 

Venetian red or Scarlet ocher is a very similar 
pigment to the two foregoing, but holds a mid- 
dle place between light red, than which it is 
deeper and purer, and Indian red, which is 
darker and more purple. The true Venetian red 
was, doubtless,a native ocher, but it is now 
prepared from ferrous sulphate (sulphate of tron, 
green vitriol, or green copperas, all meaning the 
same thing). 

Prussian red and rouge de Mars are names of 
similar pigments, while spanish red is the name 
ofan ocher which diffeis but little from it.—» int- 
ing Times,

The Manufacture of Soaps. 


(Continued from page 1280,) 
SOAP BALLS. 

goap in the shape of balls has always been a 
favorite article on account of their handy 
shape. TO manufacture them, any kind of good 
wap may be used, marbled soap being, however, 
preferable, if a transparent soap is not desired. 
The forming is done by means of a press and 
forms consisting of two hollow hemispheres. The 
vam remaining must be carefully removed; as 
this takes up considerable time, many manufac- 
urers yet follow the old practice of molding by 
hand, with the aid of the spherometer. This in- 
grument consists of a sharp edged ring attached 
joa sultable handle. After forming the ball, it is 
prought into the ring and turned round until it 
presents the proper shepe. This operation 
requires some Manu 1 dexterity, which can only 
be learned by practice. The soap, for being 
formed in this manner, must be thoroughly hard 
and dry. 
gome soaps are brought into the market in the 
form of balls only, and the following hints for 
their preparation may be of practical value. 
Tothe soap are added from 1} to 2 per cent 
{finely powdered starch before perfuming. The 
wap must be heated sufficiently to cause the 
garch to gelatinize. The starch may also be 
sided before finishing the soap to be used for 
the balls. 
soaps remaining hard even when containing a 
rge quantity of water are preferable for the 
purpose. Cocoa oil soap is therefore best adapted. 
In making transparent soaps only soluble colors 
wan of course be used. 
The finished balls must be polished; this is 
jone by dipping them in alcohol and rubbing 
afterward with a flannel rag untildry. Large 
qantities of soap balls are te be kept in well 
closed vessels, as they lose their beautiful ap- 
pearance soon On exposure to air. 
Inmanufacturing,soap balls are generally made 
from a soap containing 10 per cent of starch, to 
which the perfume is added. The natare of the 
perfumes, as well as that of the color of the 
wap, must vary according to the taste of the 
public. Ambergris soap is generally colored 
pink, bergamot soap light yellow, lemon soap 
selow, frangipani soap red, jessamine soap is 
eft colorless, lavender soap ought to have a 


The difference between ordinary and trans- 
arent soap consists in the former being of a 
cystalline structure, while the latter is amor 
phous. Transparent soaps are chiefly made 
fom hard tallow or good rosin-tallow soaps. In 
wmmerce we have to deal with hard and soft 
(ransparent soaps. 

Hard transparent soaps ‘ara usually made by 
tsolving a very hard, dry soap in alcohol ; the 
wlution is allowed to settle, the ‘clear portion is 
(rwn of, colored and perfumed. On evaporat- 
ig slowly, the transparent soap is left behind. 
Assimple as this process ‘appears to be, it pre- 
“ots nevertheless many difficulties to the in ex- 
rienced. The following method may be safely 
riled upon: A good, hard tallow soap is reduced 
powder, as described in a former article, dried 
velland placed in a well closed tinned iron ves- 
elsupplied with an agitator. To the soap is 
idded enough alcohol to cover the soap and the 
whole is then heated tothe boiling point. Boil- 
ig is continued for a few minutes until the soap 
tssolves in the alcohol, forming a thick syrupy 
‘quid, Then the agitator is put to rest and the 
mass as well as the water bath allowed to cool, 
which requires several hours. All the impurities 
nbside and the solution becomes perfectly clear 
kisnow poured out into a vessel containing the 
wlorand the perfume, which are now well in- 
rporated with the soap by stirring. It is now 
mnsferred to the molds, either of spherical or 
iismatic form,

Transparent soaps made from hard soaps do 
not usually give much froth; if particular stress 
is laid upon this quality a portion of the hard 
soap may be subst tuted by soft soap. 

SOFT TRANSPARENT SOAPS. 

For these, soft soap must be used, which is best 
prepared as follows: 100 kilos of olive oil, (or 
equal parts of olive oil and lard) are saponified 
with 100 kilos of ordinary potash lye and the 
soap evaporated down. after the addition of an- 
other 200 kilos of lye until the consistency of 
good soft soap is reached. As this soap does not 
froth very much,4 to 8 per cent of cocoa oil soap 
are added, before solidification takes place: 

In order to make this soap transparent, it is 
treated Just as hard soap, whereby a perfectly 
transparent and easily soluble soap is obtained. 

Equal parts of hard and soft soaps give a very 
nice transparent soap, frothing copiously. 


GLYCERINE SOAPS. 

Glycerine has long been employed in soapmak- 
ing on account of the beneficial effects it produc- 
es on the skin. Glycerine soaps may be made in 
two ways. 1 The soap is melted on the water 
bath with very little water, then the glycerine is 
melted and the mass allowed to cool. In this 
case atranslucent, but not transparent soap fs 
obtained. 2. By operating like in the prepara- 
tion of transparent soap, ‘dissolving in alcohol, 
etc.) transparent glycerine soap may be obtained 
The vessel containing the alcvholic solution must 
be supplied with a faucet to draw off the clear 
liquid. This is mixed in a still with the glycerine 
the alcohol being partially removed by distilla- 
tion. 

Glycerine soap may also be. made by direct 
saponification. A mixture of 80 kilos of tallow, 
40 kilos of cocoa oil and 80 kilos of lard are melt 
ed together. To the liquid is added gradually a 
lye of 4@ deg. Baume, consisting of 90 kilos of 
soda and 10 kilos of potash lye, under constant 
stirring. As soon as saponification is effected 12 
to 20 kilos of glycerine are added,when the soap 
may be poured into the moulds. The colors and 
perfumes must ‘be previously dissolved in the 
glycerine. 

Liquid glycerine soap is made by dissolving 
100 parts of soft soap in an equal quantity 
of 40 per cent alcohol and adding to the solution 
109 parts of glycerine, perfumed previously. 

The soap so obtained is of a beautiful yellow 
color, but may be colored as desired. 

By saponifying olein with strong potash lye 
and adding three times the quantity of olein 
used of glycerine, a gvod — glycerine 
soap is obtained; sometimes it is neces- 
sary to complete the process by the 
addition of a small quantity of a 10 per cent 
potash solution. This soap must be kept liquid 
for two or three days, to allow all impurities to 
settle. The soap is then taken out with a dipper, 
perfumed and poured into molds.

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The Fats and Oils.

WAX. 

There is a series of bodies which in their prop- 
erties show the greatest similarity to fats. Stili 
they are not fatsin the true sense of the word, 
as they are no glycerides but compounds of other 
alcohols with acids. These bodies have been 
called non-glycerides, which name, on account 
of indicating a negation, has little value; we 
therefore prefer to include the whole group of 
bodies which are related to the fats, under the 
name of wax. 

The following are of especial importance in 
the arts and manufactures: Ordinary or bees- 
wax, Chinese wax (vegetable tallow), cochenille 
wax, Carnauba wax, palm wax, Okuba wax and 
finally spermaceti. 

In treating of the waxes we can no longer fol- 
low the classification according to animal or 
vegetable origin, as was done in the case of the 
true fats, for some of the varieties of wax are 
derived from animals, some from vegetables, 


while others, like beeswax, sre of vegetable ori- 
gin but have been modified by animal life.

BEESWAX. 

The bees, as is well known, collect honey from 
the flowering plants, at the same time carrying 
with them the thin wax films which adhere to 
thsm. The substance which we know as wax, 
however, is excreted from certain organs of the 
body, rendering it necessary to define this wax 
as being of vegetable origin changed by the ac- 
tion of the organism of the bees. 

In the crade state in which the wax is found in 
the honey combs, it forms a more or less yellow 
to brown, sometimes dark brown substance. 
The color does not belong to the wax itself, as 
the latter is perfectly white when pure, but de 
pends on the plants vi-ited by the bees. 

There are numerous vegetable coloring mat 
ters which are contained in the honey and in the 
pullen of the flowers; these enter into the wax. 
Dark cvlored varieties of wax are always of less 
value and must be subjected toa process of pu- 
rification before being used for technical purpo- 
ses; further on, we will enter the subject of the 
purification of wax more fully. 

In commerce we bave a great many varieties of 
wax, the naturally light wax, produced by young 
bees, is known as virgin wax; the wax which is 
gathered by beesin the neighborhoed of pine 
forests is known as pitch wax (this variety, on 
account of the large percentage of resinous con- 
stituents it contains, is very difticn!t to bleach). 

Guadaloupe wax is naturally blavk and cannot 
be bleached. 

Perfectly pura wax forms a white, odorless and 
tastless mas, which in thin plates is very trans 
lucent; at 30 deg. it assumes that peculiar con 
dition, in whieh it can be kneaded, known as 
waxy. 

The m-lting point of waxis between 63 deg 
and 64 deg. C, and offers an excellent character- 
istic for determining the purity of the product in 
eonnecction with the specific gravity, which lit g 
b itween 0.965 and 0.969. 

Lately a prodnct is often found in commerce 
under the name of earth wax, the name being 
given it on account of some of its physical prop- 
erties, which it has in common with wax. Earth- 
wax isa mineral substance, related to petro- 
leum, consisting of hydro carbon compounds, 
while wax consists of compound ethers. 

Well purified earth-wax is very much like bees 
wax in appearance. A large portiun of the com- 
mercial products (candles, &c ) which are sold as 
wax, consist either of a mixture of wax and 
earth-wax or of the latteralone. 

As the price of wax is a great deal higher than 
that of earth-wax, the selling of such a mixture 
as wax is to be considered a fraud. It can only 
be detected by an exact examination, determina 
tion of the melting point, specific gravity and 
other properties. 

Wax is soluble in carbon bisulphide, benzole, 
ether and essential oils; when boiled with alco- 
hol it is separated into two constituents, one of 
which is soluble in alcohol. 

Like the fats, wax can not be distilled without 
decomposition; when heated it gives rise toa 
distillate which contains a series of fatty acids 
and hydrocarbons. When a fat is heated the 
disagreeable odor of acrolein is produced. Acro- 
lein is the product of decomposition of the gly- 
cerine; a8 wax contains no glycerine, it can 
torm no acrolein. 

The latter f4ct forms a means for the simple 
testing of wax for fats; a small piece of the wax 
in question is placed upon a picve of sheet iron, 
and heated until dense white fumes are formed; 
if these have the disagreeable odor of acrolein, 
it is evidence that the wax contains fat 

The portion of the wax, soluble in boiling alco- 
hol, consists of cerotic acid and a small quantity 
of palmitic acid; the portion insoluble in the 
alcohol is palmitic mericyl ether; wax therefore 
consists of a mixture of free acid with a com- 

pound ether. 
PURIFICATION OF WAX. 

The crude wax as obtained after pressing out 
the honey, contains impurities which are partly 
of a mechanical nature, and partly of such char- 
a ter as to require chemical means to effect their 
destruction; wax must therefore be submitted 
to a double process of purification,
